HE Author's Mind, in his goth. of Age, has been 
peculiarly conſtrained to make a Search in all Parts 

of the Earth (where the everlaſting Goſpel, in its third and 
laſt (to wit, in Love's } Voice, has been heard) to meet a 
Company of Men in Love's Union on the Rock of Ages, 
whereon Chris Church is manifeſt: He early alighted 
upon many, who, in Parties, hold up nearly ſimilar Draw- 
ings, which preſented him with more or leſs Outlines and 
Strictures of the Church; but they being only Admirers of 
the Church's Outlines, his Proſpect remained unanſwered; 


with all not diſmayed, he proceeded on his Reſearches of 


the Church without himſelf in diſtant Countries. 


At his entering Alia, he was, by the tender Effort of 
Love, turned back to avoid the Jaws of Violence opened 


_ him; but not to his Knowledge, until after a Journey 
O 


180 Miles to the N. W. where the Poſt had carried the 
Account before his Arrival and informed his Friend, that 
his Albanian Sea Captain,* who agreed to land him in 
Aſia, had received an Order from the Prince + to deliver 
him up to the Inquiſition at Corfu in Epirus; but the Prince 
himſelf, after ſigning the Order, was moved and contrived 
his Return into Europe to prevent his Embarkation for Afia. 
Some Months after he was occaſioned to renew his Enqui- 
ries in diſtant Weſtern Parts of the Earth, but met there 
alſo with no Succeſs: Having filled up his 59th. Year of 
Age, without obtaining his Proſpect, he reluctantly gave 
over his Search, made Choice of Retirement for a Length 
of 7 Years, bewailing his exterior Diſappointment; yet 
was he rewarded by gradual Leadings through deep 
Things of his Creator and the everlaſting Goſpel Voice, 
he diſcovered within, what he had been, until then, un- 
ſucceſsful to meet without himſelf; with all he ſeemed not 
to feel eaſy in giving over his Enquiries, at the End of his 
ſeven Years* Retirement, he occaſionally alighted upon a 
poſthumous Converſation with ſuch, as had left behind 
them excellent Drawings of the Church, with both Out- 
lines and Profiles anſwering thoſe expoſed in his own Sanc- 
tuary: They had renewed that Teſtimony (in the primitive 
Church under the everlaſting Goſpels Voice of Love held 
up) againſt War and Bloodſhed, yea, againſt the Carnal 
Laws commanding military Contribution, rather ſuffer 
their Subſtance to be rifled at many Time the Amount of 
the Rate demanded: The fame Teſtimony they hold up 
againſt the Maintenance of = as preach Chriſt for Mam-

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mon, againſt the Mind of Chriſt forbidding them to take 
Reward for their Labour in the Goſpel. The Perſecution 
they had ſuffered for a Series of twelve Years with grievious 
Impriſonments, ſome for Years, ſome had finiſhed their 
Days in Dungeons, with all do they for Chriſt's Sake, to 
wit, in Immitation of Chriſt, not reſiſt at any Time, but 
always keep within the Peace; this Oil in Lamps of Chaſ- 
tity nouriſhes one of their Lights in the Top of, their Pha- 
ros for their own Conduct, and the Benefit of Travellers 
in Darkneſs; to this they add a ſecond Light of a general 
Plainneſs, diſpiſing Honor and Preferment in the World, 
which two Lights a third one fulfils unto utmoſt Luſtre, 
to wit, Jeſus's denying Poſſeſſion of this Earth, even ſo 
much, as to reſt his Head thereon; Such an Emulation 
after him, the very Fellowſhip of Divinity and Humanity, 
to wit, the Church, who can put in Queſtion -en that 
claims or longs to be in that Fellowſhip? which otherwiſe 
is not attainable; For by this three-fold Light, the ever- 
laſting Goſpel, by its laſt Voice, to wit, of Love, holds up 
the Church; this denies herſelf all Favours and Protection 
from the Arm of Fleth (to wit, all who attempt Royalty 
and Pre-eminence over their Brethren) theſe Perſecuted 
ſcrupulouſly watch over their Poor, Children's Education 
and all their outward Concerns, which they debate in 
weekly, monthly, quarterly, and yearly Conferences, 
wherein Matters are tranſacted in regulated Form and by 
regulated Rules amongſt themſelves, without Expenſe, 
Royalty, Senatorial or Conſular Dignity, which is never 
applied to by them, a plain Proof, that all Nations may be 

overned in the ſame Manner; they are ſtrict Attenders 
over the Obſervance of their different Diſciplines and Or- 
ders, which they annually increaſe as they find Cauſe in 
their Mind. The Defaulters, as the Lepers during the 
everlaſting Goſpel's ſecond Voice, to wit, of power 
Mercy and long Suffering, are expelled the Camp, there 
to remain until cured by their own Endeavour, and the 
apparent Incurables are given over for ever. They efteem 
their Conferences of gradual Authority aſcending from 
the moſt inferior weekly to the yearly fulneſs; all preſent 
are inveſted with equal Authority, which abſorbs to a ſim- 
ple memberſhip, when the Conference is diſſolved; none 
_ can avail himſelf of Chriſt's Mind, be his Plea ever ſo evi- 
dent even to be by a Minority acknowledged a fincere 
Seeker of the Kingdom of Chriſt, his Actions in that Con- 
dition are amenable by their general Mind; they undertook 
a great Cleanſing of the Lord's Floor, had they been in- 
dulged to attain Iſrael's Age, they would have left _ 
7 for 
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for the Lord to purge, when he ſhortly appears with the 
Fan in his Hand; alas, for want of ſach Labourers the 
Lord will find all, what by theſe faithful Labourers has 
been overſeen, and what may he carried back ſince by their 
Survivors. A Plan with Profiles of this Magnitude the 
Author wondered how it could have been kept from his 


Perception a Length of 35 Years, which in his, Judgment a 


had Strength, Symmetry and due Ornaments, what an 
Edifice of a Heavenly Nature could hold up to a Scholar 
in Divine Wiſdom's School, even ſo chronical a Seeker as 
himſelf, he henceforth could not reſt until received a Mem- 
ber amongſt the Survivors of theſe truly Divine Labourers 


now at reſt in the Eternal Sabbath of their loving Parent's. 


Tabernacle; with all his molt religious Solicitations, five 
Years expired before he was admitted in Memberſhip, 
which however is not the Caſe with all; many of inferior 
Deſire ſucceed in much leſs Time; to account for this is of 
his leaſt Cares, as long as he has ſucceeded. 

What was moſt worthy of his Admiration and to his Com- 
fort is, what he has not heard of, nor obſerved amongſt all 
Claimant of Jetns's Ditciplethip in all Parts of the Earth, 
which is their Worthip purely performed in a Congregation 
ever ſo crouded; a Silence is obſerved in general for every 
Individual to enter under the Spirit's Covering in his own 
Sanctuary, there wait on the Light of Liſe within to be 
placed on the Rock of Ages at the Place by the Throne,* 
whence Divine Humanity the molt loving Parent diſplays her 
conſtraining Charms and improves the fulfilling towards

Love is doing, and feels how it conſtrains by Charms and 
approaches Fulneſs by tender Anointing: It was pointed 
out to him, to be needful to forget all paſſed, and ſtretch 
towards the next improvement by Love: He feels himſelf 
with Moſes and Peter on the Rock, admiring the Bride- 
groom God in eternal Union with the Bride Man, coverin 
the Rock with Love, from which the Hand of ey. 
Mercy and long Suffering is taken of, on this Rock, a un- 
gle one who ſtands thereon is Church in fulneſs, and were 
Thouſands of ſuch Standers aſſembled, they are no more 
than a ſingle one is { Church in fulneſs; they are always

aſſembled in Spirit be they ſingled or aſſembled in body, 
the Church is in fulneſs on each: They unite in one Mind, 
which is Chriſt's and none other's: The Divine working of 
Love is their only Diſcipline and Order; they know not what is 
receiving or cutting of Members; they can bear Tares grow- 
ing around them; they cannot be affected in their tender 
Parts by ſuch Neighbours, which though bodily amongſt 
theſe changed into the Nature of the Church, yet are they 
ſo far removed as if they were totally abſent from them. 

The firit Building erected on the beſt Plan and Profiles 
by the belt Workmen and religious Overſeers of the Tem- 
ple in Jeruſalem, muſt be deſtroyed twice ſeven, to wit,

The Farbe is led to 75. * of the Temple; the cold 
Aſpet, implies Men's chillineſs towards God: The Prophet is 
not led to the Welt, implying the Dwelling of Death that 
ſhall not be healed: He is finally led to meaſure the Water, 
which runs from underneath the South Side of the Altar 
and the Right Side of the Houſe to the Ei, implies the 
everlaſling Goſpel flowing Eaſt, the Riſing of God's gracious 
Promiſes, of God's powwerfud Mercy and long Suffering, and of 
God's fulfilling Love. This Water deepened with the In- 
creaſe of the everlaſting three Goſpel Voices, to wit, the 
firſt of Promiſe by Grace; it deepened farther by the 
Voice of powerful Mercy and long Suffering, and roſe up 
to Fathomleſs a Century before the Manifeſtation of the 


great Apoſtle Jeſus Chriſt, in order to ſound at his Advent 


the Goſpel of Love in its fulneſs. This Water ſurrounds 
the Rock of Ages; this is the only identic Plan, Profile 
and Edifice, which rejects all other ever ſo nearly reſem- 
bling: Here lands the Author's joyful Succeſs. Be not 
offended, O Reader, at his Tranſport nor at his Plea. 
The Mind of Chriſt is the ſame with the Holy Spirit,

Underſtanding, to witneſs thereof by their Repreſentation 
as the Cherub Lion on the next Corner of God's Throne. 
At Noon he brought forth the living Creatures of the Field, 
with a {till greater Meaſure of God's perfect Underſtand- 
ing, to Witneſs therewith by their Repreſentation as the 
Cherub Ox; and in the Eve of the approaching Sabbath 
Will, Power and Love in Wiſdom formed a perfect Image in 


their Reſemblance, to wit, Humanity, with the greateſt 


Meaſure of the perfect creating Underitanding, witneſſing in 
Admiration at the uppermoſt Corner as the Repreſentative 
Image ot her Original. The three preceding Cherubim were 
formed out of the whole Aggregate of Univerſal Sperm: but 
Humanity, the Image of God, was ſhaped out of the fifth (ſemi- 
nal Uriticon) the Living Creatures were Manifeſted by Dyas 
one Male and the other Female, but Humanity manifeſted 
Male and Female in a Monas, and the bleſſing of the ſixth 
Day to Increaſe and Multiply was General; the Graſs and 
Seed bearing Herbs and ſeminal Fruits of Trees were the 
unfigurated Food for the living Creatures, but where figu- 
rated or Types of their Antitypes for Humanity to feed 
thereon in the Garden or the Divine Tabernacle, in whoſe 
Sabbath the tranſlating Humanity the ſource of the Sons of 
God ſhouted for Joy, and was accompanied by the ſinging 
of the Stars in their Morning ſetting out on their Race.* 
Thus ended the ſixth Creation's Day, to wit, the Light ſub- 
limed above the five preceding, yet all fix but ſo many gradu- 
ated Evenings, with reſpect to the Light of the ſevenfold Sab- 
bath of the Seed's Tabernacle appointed to fulfil Humanity, 
the Divine Image into Original Divinity for the Bride 
Chamber of God in everlaſting Union. In this Taberna- 
cle of Reſt Humanity was at full Diſcretion freely to enjoy 
the glorious Sights and Spiritual Fruition of the Seeds 
Myſterious ſilent Operations (which by Moſes' metaphora 
are held up as Pleaſant and fruitful Trees, moſt agreeable 
to Sight and delicious for Food) rooting and drawing their 
Sap immediately from the Seed (the Tree of Lite) in ſuch 
a nearneſs was Humanity (the Tree of Knowledge) to 
Divinity, the Tree of Life or Seed, in the Centre of the 
Garden. Humanity's Cloſe Attention to the ſeveral Degrees 
of the Seed's ſo delightful as delicious Operations was not to 
diverge from, nay not even to have a Thought of ow 
— e 
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ſelf, which Moſes phraſes an eating of the Tree of Knowledge. 
This firſt and general Divine Precept Humanity obeyed 
during the Sabbathical Tabernacle Seaſon unto the laſt, 
when ſhe but for a ſmall Meaſure of Time equal to 40 
common Hours Inattention at the Seed's final Labour, to 
delight in her approaching Joy in the Bride Chamber, 


was operated upon as by the Effect of Inactivity proceed- 
ing from a Stupor of Lethargy. In this ſpace of Inſenſi- 


bility Humanity was rented, to wit, her Male Faculty was 
fingled in the Perſonage of a Man, and her Female Faculty 
was ſingled in the Perſonage of a Woman (thus named by 
the awaked Male Perſonage) and by the Seed the Male is 


called Adam and the Female is named re. All Seed's 


Labour, and Humanity's Nearneſs to the Bride Chamber 
availed no more, yea it was total loſs, therefore the glori- 
ous Labour of the Seed and the ſevenfold Sabbathical 
Seaſon was renewed and prolonged in the Divine Taber- 


nacle. 


7. Male and Female in two Perſonages, no longer poſ- 
ſeſling both Strengths as united in Humanity, were henceforth 
liable to be leſs attentive to the Seed's Operation, as it 
proved in the Beginning of the laſt Quarter of the Taber- 
nacle Seaſon, when both by their private Converſation 
withdrew their Attention, ſtopped the Sced's Operation and 
broke the ſixth Sabbath near his Expiration, as per VII. 
ARM, Pag. 11. This was a ſecond Stopping of the 
Seed's Labour, a ſhutting up the renewed Tabernacle and 
a withdrawing of the Fruition of the Seeds pleaſant and 
delicious Senſations: This now became Myſterious and 
hidden from Men's Sight, Comprehenſion and Feeling: 
The Antitypes withdrew and their Types only made their 
Appearance to the diſconſolated Pair of Pilgrims ſequeſter- 
ed the Tabernacle (God's temporal Dwelling of Reſt) are 
now Sojourners in Diſquiet on Earth (as yet in its Eden's 
State) accompanied by their inferior Cherubim, the living 
Creatures, who without Sin of Diſobedience continue in 
their Places about the Throne; therefore better, than the 
diſobedient Men fallen out of their Places, now ſtrangers 
amongſt the lawful Proprietors of Eden, who know not 
Men in their deplorable State, whom they knew in their 
Exaltation to be their preſumptive Sovereigns, for whoſe 
Fulneſs they waited with Joy, as their own Fulneſs de- 
pended from the Inthroning of their Sovereign Men, who 
are henceforth liable to rent in numerous Generations ſub- 
je& to numerous Infirmities (the Reſults of their Diſobe- 

| dience: )

dience:) Who can define Words in all Shades of Gloom 
to hold up the Barrenneſs of Comfort, increaſing the Bit- 


ternc{z of Grieves, which now overwhelm this lonely Pair 
in exile* and their feeling Deſcent.

* At this Hour of deepeſt Mourning they recall to their Memory 
the Bleſſing, which the everlaſting Goſpel Voice ſounded unto Hu- 
manity at the Eve of the Sabbathical Tabernacle: © Be fruitful, ye 
noble Faculties of Humanity, and multiply yourſelves that ye promote 
the Earthly (wherein ye bear God's Image) into God's Original, that 
your Fulneſs may have Dominion over the Fiſb in the Sea and over the Fowl; 
ia the Air, and over every living Thing that moveth upon the Earth.” $ Alas, 
theſe myſterious Faculties are now loſt, and what we poſſeſs in lieu 
thereof, has no Chance to multiply, but in Conformity with 
the living Creatures. The whole Earth (in its Prime of Eden) was 
then planned out unto Humanity: She ſaw herſelf in the Eaſt (in her 
riſing Glory) as in a Garden ſuperlatively to Eden; ſhe was ſur- 
rounded with wonderful Trees pleaſant to Sight and good for Food, 
beth in Tpyes on Eden and in Antitypes of the Seed's Virtues in the 
Garden (the Tabernacle) herſelf as the 'Tree of Knowledge of Good 
and Evil with the Seed, the 'Tree of Life, placed in the Middle of 
this Garden. The fragrant Stcams, which exhaled from the whole 
Surface of Eden, flowed into the Garden, which ſurrounded Eden as a 
Sphere, condenſing there they dewed, gathering in one of Eden's 
Seas where it divided into four Rivers, to wit, Piſon, which traverſed 
the Southern Parts of Aa; Gibon flowed through Ethiopia; Hiddetel 

through AHria (Northern Parts of A) and Euphrates through the 


Land Euphratium.} The precious Metals, Gems and Gums in their 


Veins as Materia Prima (wherein whole Eden was ſoon to have 
been projected) lay open to Humanity's Views, and as the preſumptive 
Sovereign over the Creation, foe gave Names, agreeable to their 
characteriſticks, to all her Fellow Cherubim (living Creatures all 
enjoying a Meaſure of Divine Underſtanding) when paſſing her 
Review. Humanity, inſtructed by the Seed's Precepts, was received 
in his Operation; but not adhering thereto unto the End uninter- 
mittedly was rented-in two Perſonages: 'Theſe two lapſing by neglect 
of ſtrict adhering to the Precept, were diſmiſſed the temporal Taberna- 
cle and reſpited on Eden: Let it be obſerved, that theſe two Perſonages 
received no Repetition of bleſſing for Increaſe, Multiplication, and 
repleniſhing the Earth, becauſe of their renting; it was not compa- 
tible with that bleſſing for Divine Increaſe and Multiplication, could 
therefore not be enjoyed in a State of renting, what was intended 
for a State of unrented or undivided Humanity. 80 great is the 
Holineſs of a Being in the Nearneſs of God, that even the minuteſt 
Tranſgreſſion is highly offenſive to the Offender {as is proved) 
by Humanity's 40 Hours from her fulneſs in Divinity, imagining 
herſelf in the Arms of her Bridegroom in lieu to attend to the 
finiſhing Labour of the Seed: This Imagination, as Innocent as it 
Appears, cauſed many Centuries Suſpenſion for its recovery, be 
ſides the hazard of many Centuries more in failure of the renewal. 
Theſe 40 Hours are typiked to all feeling's Humiliation by Fe/u;'s Bo- 
dy continuing 40 Hours in the Grave and 40 Days ſuſpenſion on 
Earth, before his Divinity, for ever united in Love with Humanity, 


oceupied the Throne, whom very Power gave up his right Hand: 
Since which Date Love is all in all.

1. HE Seed of God from his Place in the Taberna- 
cle, holding up the Divine Image laid up ready 

for Men's return, puts them in mind of the Goſpel com- 
menced with Humanity's entering the Tabernacle: it ſhould 
be of everlaſting permanency: be as Bread nouriſhing into 
Life everlaſting crumbled on the Water (the Church) whoſe 
Source then oozed from under the Altar, whereon Love 
facrifices the Divine Obedience, which is the right fide 
of the figurated Houſe,* to waſh the weak and weary 
Soles. of the diſconſolated Pilgrims on Eden, who had loſt 
themſelves to the Confuſion of their own Will's [magina- 
tions, the Breeding of their Wills Wrath (This Serpent 
or Worm, which dies not even in his ſcorching wild Fire 
that quenches not.) This Evil although actually hatched, 

ſhould have his Head bruiſed by the Divine Seed himſfelt: 
Henceforth Enmity is declared between the Divine Female 
Seed and the Seed (or increaſe) of the Serpent; and the 
Seed of the Divine Womb or Female, when manifeſted in 
Union with the Seed of obedient Men in the Womb of 
an Earthly Virgin in Lineage of the Divine covenanted 
Alliance, ſhall be the Bruiſer to free the groaning Men from 
under the Dominion of their Serpent's or Wills Wrath: 
For the obedient, thirſty and naked the Stream in Grace 

(the Church under the everlaſting Goſpel's firſt Voice 
{welled with Promiſes up to Ankle deep, and for its Evi- 
ence the Seed diſſolved Enoch into Life without teſting of 
Death: How many beſides him ſhared this Wonderful 
Diſſolution is not recorded, yet ſuch may ſafely be believed. 
2. Men's firſt Generations, after a temporary Will griev- 
ing and mourning hardened and became familiar to their 
Plntimage, did not avail themſelves of the Seed's Promiſes 
by Grace, but imaginated, how to make the beſt of the Evil 
by their own contriving; {indulged their own Will to beget 
and bring forth Evil Imaginations of the TROOP of 
GY Ladd. uo Ra eir 
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their Hearts, continually multiplying Wrath (Violence) 
which they called Power, increaſed their own not quench-- 
ing Fire to a height of Exceſs, that the Seed lamented the 
approaching Cataſtrophe of Men, not willing however 
they ſhould perith without Warning, ſuſpended the accele- 
rating Evil 120 Years, appointed Noah to Preach unto 
them the Right Thing of God and Men, and increaſed by the 
Goſpel Voice with a ſecond Promiſe the Water of Grace 
(the Church) above Ankle deep unto Noah the only one, 
who had availed himſelf of the Seed's firſt Promiſe, that 
Noah the only Juſt and Perfect Man of the ninth Genera- 
tion, Should be ſaved in the Ark and a Covenant be made with 
him and with the Seed;* all other Men ſuffering the Growth 
of their Wrath and the kindling of their not quenching Fire 
ſhall be drowned in a Deluge, with all living Creatures 
without ſaving one, except, what is in the Ark with Noah. 
97 3- Noah 3 454 Days and Nights confinement, diſem- 
barked, when at his grateful Token of Acknowledgement 
unto the Seed by his burnt Offerings the everlaſting Goſpel 
Voice renewedly promiſed, that Though the Imaginations of 
Men's Hearts were Evil from his Youth, yet would he not ſuf- 
fer Eden's Curſe to take Place on Earth; but during ihe Seaſons 
(cauſed by aſſumed ſhuttle like courſe of the Earth ) ſhould not he liable 
to another Diluvian Change; to the Patriarchs of the Poſtdilu- 
vian Generations (Noah and his three Sons) the Seed gave 
the everlaſting Goſpel bleſſing: Be fruitful, en: and 
repleniſh the Earth t (no more an Eden the Ante i.

4. The Seed pronounced his everlaſting Goſpel bleſſing 
unto the Obedient only to increaſe, multiply and repleni 
the Earth in the Fear of God, left their Children be unfit for 
the Covenant of God: from the ſide of their Parents, and 
it will prove Bard if not 2m N for them, though not 
without Remedy by God, elſe the Curſe be in Force with 
all, which Attends the Carnal renting practiſed by thoſe, 
who reje& the Goſpel Covenant, the Waters and Church's 
baptiſing into that bleſſing, as it ſoon became the caſe with 


the increafing Evil Imaginations of the Poſtdiluvians in 


meaſure, as they neglected the needful Attention of the 
Seed's inward Labour: This was become general, when

them attend upon his Laws; as Noah was the only before 
the Deluge, who attended upon the Seed, ſo was Abram, 
paſt four Centuries after the Deluge, the only Man who 
attended at the Seed's working; he remained with the liv- 
mg Creatures in God's Covenant, was the only, who had 
Ears to hear the everlaſting Goſpel Voice, wherein the Seed 


directed him to go out of his Country from his Relations 


and Father's Houſe unto a Land, he would ſhew him, and 
therein he ſhould be made a great Nation, and his Name 
be made univerſally known, yea, he would Blefs him to ſuch

thus by a holy Firmament was ſeparated from the Waters without 


them, that ſwelled the Bodies of the Evil Imaginators; this Baptiſm 
continued nine Times 40 Days, to bewail 9 Times Humanity's unbleſſed 
420 Hours Sleep, as the Symptom of Men's Evil; after this Term of 
Time Noah, his Wife, his Sons and their Wives with all living Crea« 
tures (Fowls and Quadrupeds) came forth out of the Ark; with all 
them (Men and living Creatures) the Seed made an everlaſting Cove- 
nant+ after this Date to ſtrengthen and comfort the thirſty and naked: 
fwelled the Waters of Grace: it ſwelled the Church by the Goſpel of 
Promiſes near full Knee deep in the Eve of Noab's entering the Sab- 
bath of Eternal Reſt. :

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Place was remembered by the Name of Padan Aran. Na- 
hor, Abram's eldeſt Brother, probably being ſent for to be 
preſent at his Father's Burial, preferred the Place to his 
Habitation at Ur in Caldea, made it his Abode. Abram, 
now in his 75th. Year of Age, received the Promiſe from 
the Seed at the entering Canaan, when he paſſed the Plain 
of Moreh, that this was the Land intended to be given to 
his Seed, * ; 

5. Abram in the dividing of the Paſlurage between his 
Nephew Lot's and his own Herds of Cattle, Lot chaoſed 
the Plains of the Fordan in the Environs of Sodom before 
its Deſtruction; Abram took the Mountainous Country to 
the Weſt, whence he had a fair fight of Canaan; caſting once 
his Eyes around him, he received a Confirmation of the 
Seed's Goſpel Promiſe, That the whole Extent of this Proſpet 
all round him is to be the Inheritance and Poſſeſhon of his Seed, 
whoſe Number to be 75 numbering as the Duſt of the ſame Land. 
Though Abram's Modeſty was great, yet did the Seed care- 
fully hold up a Compariion to mind Abram on Adam's Curſe: 


% Duſt thou art and unto Duft thou ſhalt return; ꝓ and leſt 


the immenſe Number of Inhabitants ſhould harbour Jea- 
louſy, hearing of his great Proſpect, become his Adverſa- 
Ties, the Seed held up to him the Promiſe, that he ts his 
Shield and exceeding great reward, $ not only on Earth in the 
Duſt, but alſo in the Heavens; bids him to Number the Stars 
(propably in the Galaxis, were they are paſſed numbering ; 

thus ſhould his Seed be in Multitude. Tho' Abram was pa 

85 and Sarai 76 Years, beyond the State of Child 1 
yet did Abram believe the Goſpel;|| by v. 3, it poſſibly 
might appear, that Abram doubted, which would have 
hindered the Effect of Righteouſneſs ; but it is truly to be 
accounted to his great Modeſly, for he meant to judge 
himſelf not as worthy of that Divine Notice as his Stew- 
ard Eliezer, who had a Son; this Meaning the immediate 
Divine Revelation proves by giving him the great Event of 
his Poſterity, with Preciſion of what ſhould befal them in 
a ftrange Land Time's Diſtance hence; before which they 
would be ſo. numerous, as to be an Object to Men and 
finally able to fill all Habitations in Canaan: Both the 
Canaan compared with Duſt, and the Canaan figurated by 
the Splendid Stars in the Aſtral Heavens, yea, the Seed gave 
Abram a Fore-fight of the Three great Typical Sacrifices,

the cruel People in the ſaid ſtrange Land, where Abraham's Seed ſhould 

* brought: Each Creatures half was laid Side to Side, yet ſo, as to 
leave a Paſſage between them; Abram was alſo to bring a Turtle Dove, 
and a young Pigeon, but they were not to be divided: Each Sacrifice 
Typifics the Worſhipper thus offering his very Infide (Heart) to the 
Seed, and with his Acceptation an Improvement is conveyed to the 
Worſhipper; ſo was by the Heifer pointed out the purifying Water 
for all Hracl: The She-Goat, the Sin Offering for all Mael, and the 
Ram pointed out the Atonement of all ad, hy the Turtle Dove 
the mourning of the old, and by the Young Pigeon the Cooing of 
the young Ones, during the Time of Abrabam's Seed under Oppreſiion 
and Affliction: The three Victims were to be three Years old, thereby 
ſignifying, that the Bondage and Affliction in the Strange Land was 
to be upon three Generations; theſe Afflictions would be to them, as a 
horrid Darkneſs, taking away all Hopes of the covenanted Alliance; 
greedy Birds aſſailing upon the Victims repreſented Pharaoh and his 
Councellors ready to Devour Abraham's Seed, but prevented by the 
Covenant to be made between Ged's Seed and Abraham's Seed unto the 
World's End, which was by this renewedly promiſed: The ſmoking 
Furnace of Temptation and Trial literally pointed at the Egyptian 
Brick-kilns; theſe were to go through the divided Victims (the inward 
tender Feelings of Abraham's Sced to come) in a Degree, no Wonder 
for ever to darken the Truth of the Sced's Covenant, was not the 
burning Lamp of the Shining Goſpel Promiſe to follow with its 
approaching ſtrong Support cloſe after the Furnacc: Such a ſpecial 
Event to befal Alrabam's Sccd 'Vime's Diſtance after him, was a full 
Conviction of none unto him to have a Secd, and this numerous. 
A proſpect of ſuch future Magnitude might have beca injurious to 
the Modeſty of ſo moſt noble a Progenitor, had he, at the Time of this 
Viſion, not been made ſcnfible of that future Horror to cover his 
Seed, and that ten Nations filling up their Meaſure of Iniquity muſt 
be driven out to make Room for Alralum's Sced, who might be liable 
to the ſame Iniquity; his Seed, therefore, was to be previouſly exer- 
ciſed unto Humility and Obedience, very requiſite to diſpoſe: them 
for the next Goſpel Reception of Power, Mercy, Grace and long 
Suffering, always covering the Obedient with Mercy, Grace and long 
Suffering, whilſt their Enemies by Power without Grace, Mercy and 
long Suffering will be deſtroyed, thould they attempt to grieve God's 
Covenantees: (His anointed:) Thus to a great Proſpect ſpoke the 
Seed to Abram concerning his Poſterity, that would prove ſo great an 
Object to a ſtrange People within one and half « Century to come. 
Indeed Abraham needed a full Meaſure of Modeſty, Humility and 
Self-denial properly to receive ſo immeuſe a Promiſe at a Time, when 
his Heir had but Exiſtence in Abralam's Loins, whom to beget in 
the Typical Blefling it was fit the daugerous Luſt of Youth ſhould be 
Extirpated by Age; as great fo ever Alrabam's Sced was at the Time

Police, to wit, The Son was conceived b Sarah, who that 
Day ceaſed to be called Sarai and Abraham to be called Abram: 
This Seed from Sarah is the choſen, in whoſe Fleſh the Divine 
Seed is to mane] 28+4 Years hence; this Covenant is concluded 
by and under the Seal of circumciſing the Fleſh, becauſe liable to 
breed Diſquiet, to diſturb the Mind from attending the Seed's 
myſterious Operations in the Heart, which is the only Labour 
unto Sanfification, and the Righteouſneſs of God held up in the 
everlaſting Goſpel. 80 great was Abraham's Increaſe in 
Grace and nearneſs to the Seed, that at his Requeſt the 
Goſpel Promiſe was renewed upon Iſmael; + but the Alli- 
ance by Covenant did not extend beyond Jaa and his 
Deſcent: He is the Heir of the Promiſed Land of Canaan 
and of Immanuel: This Alliance is inforced by a ſecond Pro- 
miſe, That Iſaac ſhould be born next Year enſuing. How 
frequent are the Sced's Promiſes to keep Abraham in cloſe 
Attendance, leſt he ſhould imagine in himſelf as Humanity 
did 4781 Years ago and fell aſleep. Araham knew and 
had believed, that //mael ſhould be a great People; he knew 
alſo and believed, that /faac was the next ſole Covenantee 
and Immanuel's Ally, yet ſeemed he inclining to heſitate the 
Diſmiſſion of the ſneering ſmae/ with his Mother, the un- 
grateful Hagar, from being ſtumbling Blocks to Sarah and 
Jſaac, had not the Divine Wonderful, the Counſellor early 
adviſed Abraham to deſiſt from imagining: Thus Abraham 
was ever more anointed into Obedience, which kept him 
reſtleſs all Night; he roſe early in the Morning to diſmiſs 
Hagar and Iſmael: Thus by Grace was he ſtrengthened 
in 
Generations during their Bondage; the Nation whoſe Violenee bend- 
ed the Neck of Abraham's Seed under the Yoke was judged with ten 
Pleagues, including the Deſtruction of all firſt Births of their Males of 
Men and living Creatures, beſides the crowning of their King with his 
whole Army; when at the fame Time Abrabam's Seed ſhould come 
out of the Land of their Bondage with great ſubſtance of Cattle, 
increaſed on their own Hands, and a willing Gift of Jewels of Gold, 
Silver and Garments, as a Compenſation for their three and a half 
Centuries' flaviſh Labour. Thus of all this the Secd's great Favorite 
Abraham had full Preſcience, before he ſaw his Succeflor.$ In conſe- 
quence of the S7s Bleſling promiſed to Abraham's Seed, 1ſmacl Ha- 
gar's Son by Aran; had an Intereſt in that Bleſling, though not in the 
Covenant.

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in Obedience and Attendance on the Seed,*® which ſtrength- 
ening, to wit, anointing, multiplies as upon Abraham, ſo 
upon all, who as AMrabam do value the Seed's Obedience; to 
them is the Everlaſting Goſpel renewed, and they renewed 
to familiarizing with and enabled to ſtay on the Mind of 
God. Hagar with her Son {ſmae!, now 15 Years old, wan- 
dering and bewildering in the Wilderneſs (afterwards called 
Beerſheba ) was comforted by Goſpel Promiſe, whoſe Voice 
accompanied them into the Wilderneſs of Paran, where 
Iſmael became an Archer and increaſed according to the 
Goſpel Promiſe. + 
7, The great Profit of Godlineſs is only reaped by the 
cloſe Attendants to the Seed's Labour within; 'tis there 
that Abraham was taught Divine Obedience during a School- 
ing of 24 Years in ſtill and quiet Waiting, thus Grew 
by a courſe of Goſpel Promiſes, to ſtay on nothing, but 
the Seed's Mind: Princes deſired him to become their Ally ; 
as he was God's Ally. He received (agreeable to his believ- 
ing the everlaſting Goſpel of Promiſe) a Son and Heir, in 
whaſe daily Growth both Sarah and Abraham rejoiced an 
uninterupted ſeries of 33 Years: Then approaching his 
Manhood for the Capacity of the Sced's covenanted Alli- 
ance, whereof he was the next and ſole Covenantee 
after his Father Abraham; therefore he was demanded for 
his Anointing as a burnt Offering of Obedience in both 
Father and Son, a Myſtery unknown then to both the Son 
and Father, whoſe Heart was wrapt up in his endeared 
Son; ſuch, however, was Abraham's Improvement, that 
he, by the Seed's Labour, was fulfilling in the Obedience 
with all the Efficacy of Divine Grace in Time's Infancy 
and the firſt Goſpel Voice, when Power, Mercy, long 
Suffering nor Love manifeſted; yet Abraham and Iſaac 
bore the Trial of Conſtraint; they gave no Room to Ima- 
gination, nay without conſulting Fleſh and Blood (for this 
had received and was kept under Circumciſion) Abraham 
ſlept that Night Reſtleſs, longing for Day Break to exerciſe 
in that Obedience, wherein only the Seed could work his 
eat and wonderful Purpoſe; Abraham early in the 
Morning expedited all needfull for that Solemnity; he was 
ſo immerſed in that Sacred Duty, that he would not have 
ſpoke a Word to be diſturbed thereby, had not J/aac's 
Query about the Victim required to be inſtructed with a 
Leſſon of Confidence in God: My Son anſwered Abraham, 
God will provide himſelf a Lamb for a burnt Offering : Iſaac

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being wrapt up in the Heart of Abraham his Father, and 
Abraham conſtrained by the Seeds Grace, both the Darlings 
of the Szed, could no longer reſtrain from declaring at the 
Place of Sacrifice unto Abraham, That in his Seed of Cove- 
nant all Nations of the Earth ſhould be blefſed.* & plain De- 
claration, that the Meſſiah, the very Seed of God ſhould 
manifeſt in the Seed of the covenanted Alliance. + | 
8. From the Living Spring of the Sced's Sight received 
Tſaac his/ Refreſhing; there Rebecca met him at her Arrival 
with Eli:fcr. Iſaac's Attention to the S:ed's Operation in 
him was to him a ſpiritual Seeing, whereby he was made 
/ ſuſceptible of the Goſpel Promiſe intended for him; in 
Obedience and Faith thereto, he in his 59th. Year of Age 
entreated the Lord to remove Rebecca's Barrenneſs, which 
the Seed at his Requeſt granted that very Year. At this 
Fountain of God's Sight, Rebecca inquired concerning the 
Struggle of the two Children in her Womb, and was inſtruct- 
ed concerning their future Event, $ That both her Children 
evould be Strivers, the firſt for Vanities and the laſt for Godli- 
neſs, therefore the latter ſhould be the Covenantee of the Seed*s 
Alliance, and Superior to the fit: The Anſwer direfed her 
future Obſervations on the two Children in their Growth, but 
ſeeras, ſhe did not impart this to aac. || 8" 
9. A Famine in Canaan made Iſaac, without confulting 
the Seed, follow his Father Abram's ſtep (who alſo, without

Although 
Jacob had, by the Goſpel Voice, the Promiſe to be the covenanted 
Ally; whilſt in his Mother's Womb, yet conceived he ſome Pre-emi- 
nence by the natural firſt Birth, which he ſaw to be ſighted by his 
Brother Eſau; he induced him to refign it, which Eſau did at fo low 
a Rate as a Meal of Lentile Pottage.

the Seed ( on whoſe Labour Iſaac otherwiſe attended warned 
and directed him to Gerar under the Carnal Government of 
Abimeleck { who from his compound Title of Abi: Father and 
Meleck: King ſeems io have been a Patriarchal with Royalty 
blended Government, preferable however _to that Pharaoh, 
implying a Deflroyer : Abimeleck proved a Protector to Iſaac, 
when he imitated his Father Abram's Weakneſs of fearing 
Men more, than God, denying their Wives by egui vocal ſhiflings 
to ſave their Lives. However this being as yet the Infancy 
of Time, when the everlaſting Goſpel Voice ſpoke nothin 
elſe, but Grace, Promiſe, Soothing and Fondling, and this 
with Increaſe: By this Occaſion the Seed here Feld up to 
Tſaac the Golpel of Promiſe made to Abraham, thereby 
to ſtrenghten his Obedience and forward his Growth in 
Dependance on the Promiſes, that he needed not to Fear 
all the Inhabitants of Canaan by declaring: I will give all 
theſe Countries unto thee and thy Seed, and will perform the Oath, 
which I ſware unto Abraham thy Father, and will make thy 
Seed to multiply as the Stars of Heaven; they fhall paſſeſi all theſe 
Countries, and in thy Seed ſhall all Nations be 8efjed, to wit, 
from thy Seed ſhall come the Meſſiah. * + 
10. [ſaac returning from Gerar to Beerſheba. the Seed 
renewed with him the Covenant of Alliance, which he had 
formerly made with Abraham, thereby to take off from him 
that Fear of Men, which had prevailed with him, and 
might again by Abimelect's coming with his Friend and his 
General to confirm a League of Friendlhip with [aac in 
his rooth. Year of Age: Thus the Princes and Kings 
judged Abraham and 7ſaac from their great Bleſſing (which 
they received from the Hand of the Moſt High) what 
would be the caſe in Time to come.

Divine Alliance, yet would the make ſure of ac's Bleſſing alſo in

Date (accepting 1fraz!'s Bondage). will exactly fill up 430 Years to 
Jrael's Emigration out of Egypt; Eſau ſees his Brother in Obedience 
to his Parents gone to take to himſelf a Wife from amongſt his Un- 
cle Laban's Paughters, he alſo went to his Uncle 1/mael to marry his 
Daughter Mubalgth, Eſau's ſirſt Couſin, thereby to reconeile his Parents 
and leſſen his Reproach he bore for his connecting with the Canaanites.

thren at home, who in Lieu of admiring envyed him; but abroad 
he met always with Admiration and Truſt, yea, Preferment, when a 
Slave and when a Governor, an Advantage never acquired in mer- 
cen Schools, where Youth is not led unto godly Knowledge: To 
be led thereto: all muſt be forget, what has been attained in ſuch 
Schools, which though founded on the moſt approved of religious 
Plan, are in Proceſs of Time liable to Corruption: A famqus School

God and the King;* hence the unſanctified Blending of God's with 
Men's Commandments, and its Tutering in open Schools, which be- 
came ſo numerous, that there was no Place ever ſo ſmall in Fudea. 
which was without a School, and in ſome Places ſeveral were num- 
bered (called Synagogues.) This unbleſſed Regulation was but 
planting and nurſing Conceit, ſo that at the Advent of Feſus the 
Eternal Wiſdom found no Paſſage through the Crowd of Scholaſtic 
Letters to reach the Hearts of the Synagoguians, and the not 
learned were the only blank Parchments for Chrift to write Divine...

18, Whilſt Jeb continued alive after his Father //raeÞs 
Poſterity fared well in Fgypt, none thought of returning 
to the promiſed Land; they were, beſides Pharaoh and the 
Prieſts, the only Nobles in Egypt, for all Egyptians had 
ſold themſelves Slaves to Pharaoh during the Famine; Iſrael 
was reſpected by King and Subjects; this pleaſed them and 
undervalued Canaan, nor did they conſult the Szed; the 
Honor they enjoyed was owing to Foſeph, whom they once 
hated, but now admire for their own Intereſt Sake, as he

menſurable Rays not peripherically terminated, yet finited 
in Eternity's Centre or Focus, wherein theſe Rays unitedly 
- converge as in a Vortex, whence that Power of Attra&ion

12. From Equinox to Equinox, the natural and appoint- 
ed Year by God's Command* flowing and ebbing between 
the rational Horrizon and the Poles is the general Tide of 
the Globe flowing to the Pole, three Months from Equinox 
to the Summer. Stite High Water, and ebbing three Months 
from ditto Stite to the Equinox, when the Waters are on 
a level over the whole Face of the Earth: Thus once a 
Year it is Flood for ſix Months and Ebb for ſix Months 
alternatively on both Hemiſpheres, when it is High Water 
in one, to wit, the Summer, tis low Water in the Winter 
Pole: The Earth's ſcrewing Motion being in its Nature an 
Undulation fluctuating with gradual Increaſe, obſervable 
at every 24 Hours, unto the Expiration of about 15 Days, 
and followed by a graduate Decreaſe, during an other 15 
Days nearly, is univerſally known to bear the Apellation 
of Tide (but in 'reſpe& to the general, it is to be diſtin- 

uiſhed with the Epithet of ſpecial, which is ſubject to be 
r or injured in its Order by high and laſting Winds. 

13. Eden had before the Deluge no Envelopement, but 
the Water Sphere, and Eden's Water, to wit, that running 
in the four Rivers: Piſon, Gibon, Hiddelel and Euphrates, 
was the reſult of Eden's Steams, condenſed in the Eledrico 
Magnetic Riwulet, by Moſes Garden, and-gathezed-ia / 
Eden' Antarctic Sea, there-divided and aforeiaid Rivers, $ 
had none but phlogiftic Mixture, which ftill conſtitutes a 
partial Ingredient of the preſent Waters on Earth, but 
conceals, befides Atoms of Sal Gem, Sal Amoniac, 
arſenical nitrous and vitriolic Mixture, this can be ren- 
dered Antediluvian, yea pure elemental by Ignition; who 

ever can avail himſelf of this element, will find it a pe- 
culiar Menſtruum, to whom the Epithet univerſal is due: 
if the Word Water was not known, the trueſt Appellation 
for it would be, Fluid Earth, it delivers its material Atoms 
purer into the Hands of. the Philoſopher, than cor poreal , 
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or fixt compounded Earth is able to do, muſt and muſt be 
obtained each of the Compound in their natural State by 
pounding, grinding with Water, decanting, levigating and 
evaporating: Thus far Atmoſphere. | 

14. Earthquakes and Vulcano may be comprehended un- 
der one Appellation of Earth Yentilations. The Planet 
Earth, as all other Planets, ſhuts up in its Bowels Fire 
and Water ſeverally in 2 blended, to wit, - impure State, 
which renders their Contact reciprocally intolerable, ſo 
that by Flight they endeavour to ſhun each other, but 
finding the proportionate Weight, added to the Elaſticity 
of the incumbent and neighbouring Earthly Matter, to 
overbalance both their combined Elaſticity, they are con- 
ſtrained to cohabit; the Water ſubmits to the Fire, receives 
Ignition, thereby recovers its elementary Menſtruality and 
aſſiſts in the Fuſion of Inflammables and Vitriſibles; thus 
the fiery Potentate ſubdues into his Nature both Water and 
all other Materiality to augment his Empire, which when 
in its Fulneſs of Balance it will contend for its Superiority 
not only over, but for thorough Submiſſion of the as yet 
incumbent Surface or Cruſt. of the Earth, to which Pur- 
poſe the Eledrico- magnetic Stream contributes the moſt, unto 
that Time Fire will op hitherto) try its Valour on Places 
of the Surſace (leaſt guarded againſt its ſubterraneous 
Force) theſe, when burſted, give Paſſage to the aſſailant 
Conjunction of Acidity, ignited Water with vitriſible and 
inflammable Matter all in a State of Fuſion, when that 
Inſtant the until now confined Element Water in the open 


Air being before hand relieved from Coheſion of material 


Atoms, recovered its elementary Purity, pierces the 
Earth's Atmoſphere and enters the Water Sphere, blended 
with the Electrico- magnetic Stream. The reſt of Matter 
in Fuſion ſtreams itſelf as Lava or Matter ſubject to Petri- 
fication over the Surface of the Earth, near about as long, 
until by cooling it coagulates; the Scum or Scoriæ of this 
ignited Aggregate is, when cold, the ſo-called Pumice- ſtone.

til now this Felle war Planet has been ſacrilegiouſly invaded 
and, before its Fulneſs, robbed by the greedy Eagles and Vul- 
tures (violent Men) but then no more liable to Reduction, 
when the Pilgrim Men, this Creature Earch and its lawful 
Proprietors (the living Creatures) will be delivered from 
5929 Years' conſuming Complication of Diſeaſes—Leproſy, 
Dropſy and Canker, when their temporal Groaning under 
mighty Men and Hypocrites will be changed into eternal Joy 
in the State of perfect Liberty and Love Divine, eſtabliſhed 
by Humanity, which diſſolved into Divinity fills the Throne 
of Eternity. | 

15. The Pentilations which break out under Seas and 
Oceans, their Effect produces a Hurricane on the Surface 
of the Sea, generally brings up either Smoke, Fire, Pum- 
ice-ſtone ſingly or together, yea, at Times turns up 
Iflands in Sight. Theſe Hurricanes differ from thoſe 
cauſed by preternatural Wind-motions, that the latter are 
bound to Seaſons, but the former are bound to no Seaſon, 
nor do the latter leave any Sign of their Violence on the 
Sea, unleſs Wrecks of Ships or Parts of Cargoes. 'To 
draw the Ideas nearer to the Nature of Fire, it may be 
obſerved, that all Acids are Species of this Element, and 
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how Fire and Water enter, affinity, aggregate and corpo- 


rify, to wit, by the Acid of Yiriol; this is Motion and 
Light in Zther more and more compreſſed by accumulat- 
ing Element Fire Atoms, who condenſe and concenter 
themſelves thereon ; their compreſſing is increaſed by ga-

avoided, as its Mean is _delighttul and defireable by all, 
what is indued with Senſibilic) and its Defect is Petrifica-

contracting, and hides himſelf under Ground, ſo does 
without ſwallowing Pebbles the Serpent, the Field Rat, 
Mouſe and Squirrel, &c. theſe lay in a Winter-Rock of 
Proviſion before the Cold; Men ſubſtitute by Art the De- 
fe& of ſolar Infletion, Diſpoſe Motion and Light unto 
Circulation by kindling great maſſes of Cumbullibles, to 


wit, the. underbruſhes in the Foreſt, which draws and 


preſerves

preſerves living Creatures; Pit Coals, Turf and Wood 


for human Preſervation in their Houſes. Motion and 
Light, within the Atmoſphere, being rendered Stagnant 
and void of Virtue to ſupport ſublunary Beings, is already 
mentiond at the End of the 8th. paragraph. 

19. Meteors are Reſults of inflammable Exhalations 
from Terra Firma joining the Ætherial Acid (Fire Atoms)

Motion 
and Light with the Atherial Acid and Earth's inflamma- 
bile; qthly. Motion and Light with the Atherial Acid 
and Ztherial Inflammabile; theſe are the natural Sources 
of Gem's Metals and Salins, which all vary again in their 
Species, according to their Matrices, wherein they are 
digeſted and — They all have Perpetuity, but as 
Meteors no Multiplication. 

22. Intelledual Beings, commonly Animals, are to be 
viewed in four Claſſes: The firlt are the winged and 
finned ; the ſecond Claſs are the living Creatures of the 
Foreſts; the third Claſs are the living Creatures of the 
Fields, and the fourth Claſs is Man; whereof is full Men- 
tion made in the I. ARM; to repeat the ſame here will 
be needleſs.

24. Springs and Fountains, originate from three cauſes: 
The fr/t and principal is the Atmoſpherical Weight preſſ- 
ing upon the aqueous Parts of the Globe, in a Manner, 
that it forces Water out of the Seas and Oceans, &c. into- 
the Superior of the Earth's Veins, Galleries and Lodyings, 
whence they raiſe by the ſame Weight, ſtraining and puri- 
fying themſelves of all Salin and bituminous Particles, 
through Gravel and Sand in their Way railing above the 
Horrizon of Water Gauge, divide into Veins of various 
Diameters to open their Sources, whetherſoever they meet 
with Caſms, which aſſure them Paſſage; for diſcharging 
themſelves over the Surface of the Earth, to return again 
to the Sea, Ocean or River, whence they originated: Theſe 
Springs and Fountains never fail nor dimmiſh, unleſs by 
Chance of ſubterraveous Ruptures, whereby their Paſſages 
are ſtopt or leffened: Rivers, turniſhed by ſuch Springs, 
never run below their mean in all Seaſons, but do exceed 
their mean by Freſhes. The ſecond Cauſe are fallen Rains 
in mountainous Countries, and the Solution of Snow and Ice 
early expoſed to the Vernal Sun, or that reſerved in ſhady 
Places on the North-ſide of Mountains diſſolved by the 

Atmoſphere, when kindled by the Heat in the Summer, 
which furniſh temporary Springs, ſometimes laſting for 
Years in Support of conſiderable Brooks and Rivalets, 
they are ſubject to run above and often below their mean, 
yea, at Times run altogether dry; their 
therefore precarious, though their Waters are preferably 
ſalubrious to thoſe of the firſt Cauſe on A ö 
greater Purity. The third wy 5 are faint Condenſations of 
the Atmoſphere's Friction on Rocks, always ſhaded in a 
North Aſpe&, the gathering of theſe Drops collect in 
and ooze through Sand, multiylying in Runs, Brooks and 
Rivulets : Their Water is wholeſome'to the greateſt De- 
gree and preferable to ull other Waters, but their Depen- 
dence is the moſt precarious, for they ceaſe in both extream 
warm and cold Seaſons. . ., — | 
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As a peculiar Illuſtration for the ſilent and 
quiet Inveſtigator of deep Things of the 
Wonderful Creator, whereof Hints are 
dropt, eſpecially in the 21ſt. paragraph, 
the inſerting of the following Heptapile 
will probably pleaſe.

1. \ LTHO Motion and Light are near all Men at,

HOPE thee has not expected to be led by the preced- 
ing ſecond Arm of the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil 
in an opening to all Nature's Recefſes or the whole Phyſic, 
this would indeed require a Man's whole Life, even had he 950 
Years, as Noah, to ſpend on Earth; ſuch is the voluminous Ex- 
tent of the Creator's Capacity of Wiſdom and Underſlanding in 
Viſibles, what not in Invifibles ! What here has been laid before 
thee, is the Reſult of a ſhort Seaſon, and all theſe Obſervations 
are by Perception gathered in this conciſe Epitome, they ſuffice to 
open the Gate and offer a Praſpedt of the firfl Appearance neareſt 
to the Gate of the Wonders in Types, whoſe Antitypes are only 
Viſible ro the Eyes of Man's Spirit, which are prevented from 
beholding as long detained behind the Eyes of the Body: Theſe 
T ypes, however, held up before the Eyes of the Body are, as 
the Creator's Wonders of his Wiſdom, worth Men's Inveſliga- 
tion; if ſo, how much more will the Antitypes appear worth of 
Admiration, when the ſpiritual Eyes are freed from their Cover: 
and are theſe Subjeds wrought by the Hand of the Creator good 
for Men's Knowledge, not to know them muſt be Evil. I fear 
many ſhort-ſighted will ſay, this is medling with T hings, Man 
as no concern with: each it to mind his own Buſineſs; alas! 
did they but know, how ſafe this Knonwledge leads to Men's own 
Buſineſs, and how mothy that Buſineſs is by, what is generally 
called, neceſſary Requirements ¶ becauſe univerſally pradtixed, its 
evil therefore is not perceived how much nearer would their Tudg- 
ment approach Rigbteouſneſs, and then know they had until then 
held up a worthy as many like other old Sayings ; but want of 
Union rendered it for proverbial Uſe only; whereby they give 
Teſtimony againſt themſelves not to be converſant with the ever- 
7 Goſpol Voice, otherwiſe their Heart would be full of no- 
thing elſe, and their Lips as Lamps burn with nothing elſe, but

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Divine Word a Law, a Commandment and 
a Statute. 


I. OD, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, of Viſibles 
and Inviſibles, of living Creatures and Men, has, in 
his Wiſdom, appointed a Law to be kept by his whole 
Creation, that thereby all Beings may increaſe in their 
Beauty for an appointed Time, until they attain that Ful- 
neſs of Growth, which fits them for entering into the Reſt. 
of their Creator. 
2. The Law which God gave to the Starry Hoſt, is ſo 
regularly kept, that thereby Years and Ages are diſtin- 
iſhed, theſe 9382 Years, ſince the ſetting out on their 
23 or 5911 Vears ſince Men's Fall, and them 
with Seaſons 4256 ſince the Deluge. The Law he gave 
to the living Creatures is kept up by them in a preciſe Or- 
der, by their Exerciſe in the Air, in the Water, on Earth, 
and in the Earth, in the Foreſts and Fields, by all (who 
never are familiarized, to wit, come near to Men) theſe 95 15 
Years, which is from their Creation to this 179oth. of Chriſt ; 
their Creation began 133 Years before the Creation of Hu- 
manity. | 
3. The Commandment or Word, which the Creator gave 
to Humanity, was ſimple, conciſe and full, needs, nor can 
it bear any addition, to wit, as Moſes ſtiles it, Not to eat of 
the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil ; the plain Letter of 
the Meaning is, that Humanity ſhould not think any thing, 
whether great or ſmall, of herſelf; but all her Thoughts 
ſhould inceſſantly be of her Creator, in whom is all good, 
for he is perfect. Humanity was only in part good, conſi- 
dered in the State of Image, and part evil, conſidered as lon 
not perfe& in the Original of God; Man (in his firſt State 
undivided 1s properly to be diſtinguiſhed by the Appellation 
of Humanity ) had Liberty to enjoy all Divine Virtues, re- 
preſented by Moſes as pleaſant and good, { ripe ) Fruits per- 
fectly whoieſome to divert her from her ownielf: It is tow 
be obſerved, that this Word or Command was given to Hu- 
manity before her diviſion or renting in a Man and a Woman. 
4. This Law was renewed with Abraham after he had 
been 24 Years* improved in obedience thereto; then God

Law was made the Seal to the Covenant, and called Cir- 
cumciſion of the Fleſh, the Operation was painful to the 


Fleſh, though it was but a ſmall Part to be put away, yet 


by this Type, the Antitype meant is a denying all, what 
the Fleſh can Hl; if that is exerciſed there is no hindering 
of God willing all in ſuch a Man that fo circumciſes his 
fleſhly ſelf-pleafing, nothing then pleaſes that Man, but 
God; ſuch fulfils the Word, Commandment, Law and Statute 
in all Degrees and Stages to the Purpoſe of Divine Wil-

Laws, therefore, are under the curſe, they increaſe the 
Evil and obliterate the Good. | 

5. The Commandments of the. Lord are very light, they 
enlightened the Skin of Maſes's Face, fo that Aaron, the 
Elders and the Children of ae were afraid to draw near 
him.“ Could the Skin receive ſuch a Luſtre at the recep- 
tion of the Commandments, how much more will Man's 
Mind be illuminated by the keeping and obeying of them: 
Therefore, it is ſaid, Hearken, © Iſrael, unto the Statutes and 
unto the Tudgments, which I teach you, for to do them, that ye 
may live, ye ſhall not add unto the Mrd, which I command you, 
neither ſhall ye diminiſh ought from it; keep therefore and do 
them, for this is your Wiſdom and your Underſtanding in the 
Sight of the Nalions, <vhich ſhall hear all th:fe Statutes and ſay, 
Surely this great Nation is a wiſe and underſtanding People, for 
what Nation is there fo great, who had God fo nigh unto them,

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. the Lord our God in all things, that we call upon him for, 


and what Nation is there ſo great, that had Statutes and Judg- 
ments ſo righteous, as all this Law.* | 

6. The Word, Commandment or Law is Divine, there- 
fore perfect; It converts the Sinner; it is ſure for it makes the 
Simple wiſe : F Therefore, it wants no alteration by adding, 
diminiſhing or ſuperſeding; nothing can be added to increaie 
its perfection, nothing diminiſhed to take off its Supertluity, 
nor ſuperſeded without an Inſult to God; Who is like unto 
God? | God dictated it in his Wiſdom, and gave it for 
Men's Bleſſing: Bleſſed is the Man, whoſe delight is in the 
Law of the Lord, and in his Law meditate Day and Night. 9 
The Law is precious: The Law of thy Mouth is better unto 
me, than thouſands of Gold and Siver : || All. err that make, 
any alteration by adding or diminiſhing, yea, by ſuperſeding 
and bring Curſe upon themſelves. Thou haſt rebuked the 
Proud, that are curſed, which do err from thy Commandments ; 
yea, they are in danger to be overthrown : Thou haſt trod- 
den down all them that err from thy ſtatutes, for their deceit is 
falſehood. ** The Law of God points out the greateſt per- 
tection of Man: Feſus ſaid, thou Halt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy Heart, and with all thy Spirit, and with all thy 


Mind; this is the firſl and greateſ Commandment, and the 


ſecond is like unto it Thou ſhalt love thy Neighbour as thyſelf 
On theſe two Cammandments hang all the Law and the Pro- 
phets ; FF If all depends of this Commandment, how can 
it need adding or bear diminiſhing? Nay! Dare Man ſuper- 
cede it, and remain clear of the Crime of rebelling againſt, 
by IVE himſelf equal, yea, ſuperior to God in Wiſdom, 
in Underſtanding, in Grace, in Mercy, and in Love; for 
hereon the Divine Law is eſtabliſhed. As it is under great 
Curſe not to regard the Laws of God, it muſt be horrid 
to make Men depart from the Law of God, by falſifying 
or ſubſtituting Men's Laws, ſince it is ſaid, Cusſed be he 
that confirmed not all the cord of this Law to do them ; f curſed 
ſhall thou be in the City and curſed ſhall thou be in the Field;

More of theſe curſes attend- 
ing the Diſobeyers, of courſe the Changers, of the Law of 
God may be read in the ſame Place, from 21ſt. to 68th. 
verſe, item Iſa. v, 24—30, Jere. vi; 19, Becauſe they have 
forſaken my Law, which I ſet before them, and have not obeyed 
my Voice, neither walked therein, but have «walked after the 
Imagination of their own Heart (after Laws they imaginated 
in their own Will;) therefore thus ſaid the Lord of Hofts* 
the God of Iſrael, behold, I will feed them, even this People, 
evith Wormwood, and give them Water of Gall to drink. f 
Read farther this Place, from 16th. to the 21ſt. verſe, item 
xxvi. 4—6, item Jeremiah viii. 8, 9, where he reproaches 
the Imaginations of the Changers of the Divine Law; 
they ſpeak of it and do it not. 

7, Could theſe Framers of Will-Laws but conſider, that 
there is no need to make Laws in their Imagination; ſup- 
poſe it were ſafe to frame them in order to put Diſcipline in 
Men's Conduct. Are they or is any without Divine Law 
written in his own Heart? Or has the Lord ſpoken Untruth 
when he ſaid? This Commandment, which I command thee this 
Day is not hidden thee, neither is it far off; it is not in 
Heaven, that thou left 9 who Dall go tp for tus to Hea- 
ven, and bring it unto us, that we may hear it and do it? Neither 

is it beyond the Sea, that thou ſbouldeſt ſay, who 2 go over 
the Sea for us and bring it unto us, that wwe may hear it and db 
it?

For which the Lord talls Heaven and Earth 
to record, ſaying, 1 have ſet before you Life and Death, Bleſſing 
and Curſing, therefore, chooſe Life, that both thou and thy Seed 
may live; that thou mayeſt Love the Lord thy God, and that thou 
mayeſt Obey his Voice, and that thou mayeft cleave unto him for 
he ts thy Life, c. What Man can have that Temetity to 
hold up his Law of Imagination ſo emphatically, if not, how 
dare he add it to, or with it ſet aſide God's Law? therefore 
do 1 truſt, no Man will think fo much of himſelf, and of

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his Will-Law as to feel himſelf offended by my juſt diſpa- 
rity held up between Divine Law, made in Wiſdom, and 
Men's Laws hatched in his Will's Imaginations only Evil 
continually. * in whatſoever they do without God's poſitive 
Permiſſion: as making Laws, and binding under Penalty 
even Men, who are in the Covenant with God by his Law, 
in the Hearts of all, eſpecially this Day, whereof is ſpoke 
by the Prophet Jeremiah: Behold the Days come ſaith the Lord, 
that I will make a new Covenant with the Houſe of Iſrael (all 
Believers and Chriſt's Diſciples) not according to the Covenant 
I made with their Fathers, in the Day that I took them out of 
the Land of Egypt (from under Men's Laws which are 
Tyranny, as it then proved) which my Covenant they broke 
(preferring Men's Laws, Tyranny and their Fleſhpots &c. ) 
aithough I was (not a Taſk-maſter of Pharoah) a Huſband 
unto them, ſaid the Lord; but this ſhall be the Covenant, that 1 
will make with the Houſe of Iſrael after thoſe Days, ſaid the 
Lord; I will put my Law in their inward parts, and rite it 
in their Hearts, and will be their God, and they ſhall be my 
People, and they ſhall teach no more every Man his Neighbour, 
ſaying, Know the Lord, for they ſhall all nos me from the leaſt 
of them unto the greateſt of them, ſaid the Lord, for I will for- 
give their [niquity, and I will remember their Sin no more, thus 
faith the Lord, which giveth the Sun for a Light by Day, and 
the Ordinances of the Moon, and of the Stars for a Light by 
Night, which divideth the Sea, when the Waters thereof roar, 
the Lord of Hoſts is his Name; if thoſe Ordinances depart from 
before me, (by their own Authority) ſaith the Lord, then the 
Seed of Iſrael alſo ſhall ceaſe from being a Nation before me for 
ever. Can Man afford ſuch Aſſurance and Promiſe with 
an everlaſting Proſpect, by holding up his Will-Law ? which 
in twelve Months muſt undergo an Amendment by Addi- 
tion or diminiſhing, if not a thorough , Abolition, becauſe 
a Burden only anſwering the covetous View of the Legi- 
ſlator (as he makes no Scruple to call himſelf, what none 
can be but God) whoſe Laws are to ſhare with his Subjects 
(as he eſteems his Brethren): in their Induſtry to ſupport 
himſelf in a vain Dignity; did ſuch in lieu of Laws under 
Penalty, hold up fatherly Counſels gratis, and live like the 
reſt of his Brethren by his own Induſtry, he would by God 
and Men be reſpected as a Patriarch. The very Indians enjoy 
ſuch a Government amongſt them, a ſure Criterion they are 
the very original Deſcent from Naah by Faphet, who as they 
do this Day govern their Brethren, not by Laws *

8. What Law, beſides the Law of God, is ſo perfect, 
ſo excellent, and ſo majeſtic, that is held up with. ſuch a 
Teſtimony, to all Inhabitants of the Earth, with theſe 
words, Lift up your Eyes to the Heavens, and look upon the 


Earth beneath, for the Heavens ſhall vaniſh away like Smoke, 


and the Earth ſhall wax old like 4 Garment, and they that 
duell therein ball die in like manner; but my Salvation ſhall be 
for ever, and my Righteouſneſs ſhall not be aboliſhed: Hearken 
unto me ye that know Righteouſneſs, the People in whoſe Heart 
is my Law, fear ye not to approach Men, neither be ye afraid of 
their revilings;* fear thou not, for I am with thee; be not * 
mayed, for Lam thy God: I will ſtrengthen thee, yea, I wi 

help 4 yea, I will uphold thee with the Right hand of my 
Righteouſneſs ; behold all they that were incenſed againſt thee, ſhall 
be aſhamed and confounded; they ſhall be as nothing, and they 
that flrive with thee ſball periſh: Thou ſhalt ſeek them and ſhalt 
not find them, even them that contended with thee; they that wwar 
againſt thee ſhalt be as nothing, and as a thing of nought, for I 
the Lord thy God will hold thy Right-hand, ſaying unts thee, 
Fear not, I will help thees fear not thou Worm Jacob, and ye 
Men of Iſrael (after the Spirit) I will help thee faith the Lord, 
and thy Redeemer, the Holy One of Iſrael, behold I will male 
thee a new ſharp thr:ſhing Inflrument having Teeths thou ſhalt 
threſh the Mountains and beat them ſmall, and ſhalt make the 
Hills as Chafſf; thou ſhalt fan them and the Wind ſhall carry 
them away, and the Whirl-wind ſhall. ſcaiter them. Such is 
the Fortreſs and Defence of thoſe, that ſeek the Righteouſ- 
neſs of God, ſtanding firm on the Rock of Ages according 
to the Law of the Lord, which conſiſts not in multiplicity, 
but in the one, which ſays, Thou ſhalt not eat, all Command- 
ments, Laws and Statutes are only out Branchings of 
this one; ſeek and deſire nothing and rejoice in nothing, 
nay not in thy own ſelf, but in the Lord, who loves and 
imparts himſelf to ſuch, enables them to love him and 
their Neighbours as themſelves; this is the Multitude of 
Evil: not attending Love's Working (in returning to that 
Attention) it is taken off, for them Chriſt has fulfilled and 
taken off all Tranſgreſſions againſt that Law, is himſelf the 
great Promiſe of the Father, what he gives them: Wo to 


the Mighty, who decree! Wo to the Prophets, who teach! 
and wo to all Men, who prefer WilFs before or blends it with 


Gop's Law!

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To all Worſhippers of God that aſſume to 
themſelves God's Authority to give Laws. 


EFLECT what you are, examine yourſelves and ſee 
whether ye are not the Creatures of him, who is the 
only Legiſlator, who has made in his Wiſdom and holds 
up in his Authority ſuch Commandments, Laws and Sta- 
tutes beſt calculated, and the only fafe for Men under his 
Government in his Church; have ye not rented Church 
and Government, made Commandments, Laws and Sta- 
tutes for the one, and Orders, Rules and Dicipline for the 
other; all theſe in the Imaginations of your own Will? 
And do ye not ſet aſide or add your imperfect and unſafe 
to the perfect and only ſalutary Law made in God's own 
Mind; have ye not imitated the Heathens? Who know 
not God's Laws, and are, theſe 5911 Years, gone on in 
their Ignorance; what is your Plea; have you not known 
God's os theſe 3292 years? Have you not made Command- 
ments, Laws and Statutes? Have you not deviſed Orders, 
Rules and Dicipline? And even them under ſevere Penalty 
of Excommunication, Death, Baniſhment, Confiſcation of 
Goods and Impriſonment? Hear then what the Lord ſays, 
« Thou hateſt Inſtruftion, and cafteſl my Word / behind thee 
theſe Things haſt thou done and I keep Silence; thou thoughteſt, 
that I was altogether ſuch a one as thyſelf; but Peqvill reprove 
thee, and ſet them in Order before thine Eyes: Now c this, 
ye that forget God, left I tear you in Pieces and there be none to 
deliver, Pialm l. 17, 21, 22, 
Reformation does in deed loudly call for, to do it by renewed 
Men's Laws is out of Queſtion; theſe 30 Centuries Trials have 
R to increaſe and multiply the Evil and baniſh God's Bleſſing 
rom the Earth; becauſe by the Laws of Men the Laws of God are 
made of no Effect: Let it not be ſaid, that God's Laws are not pro- 
vided for the Body, but a Guidance only for the Spirit; this is giving 
too much the Bridle to Men's Will to ſhift; If the Spirit is obedicnt 
to the Law of God, is he not then a Law for and a Governor over 
the Body? or is it now believed, that the Body is to govern the Spi- 
Tit? alas, his Law grows daily more and more a Snare for the Spirit. 
It is plain Men's Law making is wore out by ſo long an experiment- 
ing and become as an old Garment; and nothing can become obſolete 
that originates from God, but renewed itſelf daily in all, that ever 
have made Choice of it. Were Divine Laws now taken up in ſull 
Earneſt to be added to Men's Laws, it would be patching an old 
Garment with new Cloth; yea, it would be an Attempt to make 
Connection between Chriſt and Behal in ſtead of drawing Divine 


Bleſſing, by a Reformation of ſuch Mixture would increaſe Curſe on 
Earth; therefore aboliſh all Men-made Laws and reſtore unblended the

1 HE divine Law written in the Heart, which re- 

quires not to luſt after ought but God, was obeyeꝗ 
from Adam to Noah of the ix. Generation in the holy Line, 
deſcending from Adam by Seth. 

2 From Adam, in the Line by Cain, the divine Law 
written in the Heart was not felt, therefore not known; 
they knew but that Law, wherewith God marked Cain: 
— Whoſoever ſlayeth Cain vengeance ſhall be taken on him ſeven- 
fold.* Lamech, the fourth after Cain, ſet himſelf up as 


the firſt 7 agg of Men; he was emulated by his 
Deſcent, the ſo called Giants, powerful Princes, who, 


with the Violence of their Laws, oppreſſed their Brethren. 


This Lamech fixed the Date to the Image of Nebuchadnez- 
zar's Dream, which is a Repreſentation in Type of all 


carnal penn abba in their four Stages of Nearneſs and 
Remoteneſs from the divine Law written in the Heart.

xii. and xiii. Generations deſerting the holy Line, and by all 
Men during the following unto the xix.. Gen except 
Noah, his two Sons Fapheth and Shem and their latter Off- 
ſpring together; thefe however, after Noah's Death, ſuffer» 
ed the Law written in their Hearts to be rendered inef- 
fectual by the Oppreſſion of the royal Laws of Nimrod, 
(whoſe Kingdom was Babel, and Erech, and Accad, and 
Calneh, in be Land of Shinar.*) In this Land Abran, 
born three Years after Noah's Death, remained with few 
in the Obedience of the Law written in their Hearts; but 
as Noah was, before the Deluge, fo was Alram in his Man- 
hood, after the Deluge, the only obedient to the Law, written 
in the Heart.

1 DAM, the firſt Earthly Man, is created, and Eve, 

the firſt Mother of all living, is taken from Adam, 

both before their renting were created into one Perſonage; 
but a Fault during the monaſtic State on Side of Humanity 
made this renting unavoidable, whereof is ſpoke of elſe- 

where to full Purpoſe. Before this renting God gave this 
his favorite Creature the Bleſſing of Fruitfulneſs and Mul- 
tiplication to repleniſh the Earth; this was given to Huma- 
nity before rented, which after this Operation was too Di- 
vine a Blefling for their Station reduced by renting in 
Male and Female Perſonages, they were now without 
Bleſſing and without Inſtruction, copyed after the living 
Creatures to know Eve, and ſhe was delivered of her firſt 
born Son, whom ſhe called Cain (implying Poſſeſſion) for 
ſhe had a Promiſe, that their Redeemer ſhould come forth 
from the Divine Sed in her Seed; ſhe then rejoiced to be 
in Poſſeſſion of the Man, that ſhould be the Lord; but the 
Deportment of the Child in his Growth convinced her of 
her Miſtake, and probably from a Viſion fhe was better in- 
ſtructed in this Goſpel Promiſe. Their Habitation, after 
they were diſmifſed out of the Garden of Eden, was in 
that Spot, where in after Time Feruſalem was erected, as 
the very Appellation ſeems to imply { the Viſion of the Per- 
fe ) which renewed here the Beginning of the everlaſting 
Goſpel from Adam to Chriſt; had it not been for the Viſions 

and Goſpel Voice, theſe inconſolable Pair in their Solitude 
would have ſunk under Deſpondency into Deſpair, being 
uſed unintermittedly to converſe with the Seed whilſt in the 
Garden, amongſt innumerable Divine Enjoyments of Hea- 
venly Eternal Antitypes, in lieu whereof they have now 
but the Fruition of their tranſitory Types. In about 60 
Years Eve had her ſecond Son, whom ſhe called Abel, im- 
plying (Vanity to ſerve for a Record of her Vanity, ex- 
petting her firſt Son to be the Goſpel Promiſe.

exiſting, but that general Command ſufficient to direct in 
all Cates, to wit, Thou ſhalt not eat of the Tree of Knowledge 
of Good and Evil} that is, not enjoy whatever Men's Will 
longs for, is a full Commandment directing in all Caſes 
unexceptionally; but to that Ara of Infancy Allowance is 
due, whoſe Claim ceaſed in the ſecond Af1a of Adult, and 
is condemned in the third and laſt Era of Manhood. 

2. When Abe! reached his Adult in uninterrupted At- 
tention on the Sced's Labor, he was, by Viſions of perfect 
Thing, led into the deep Underſtanding of the general 
Commandment, which commands not to luſt after whatſo- 
ever, that is not God himſelf; this he obeyed and was kept.

ing the Ground, had Divine Sanction, therefore the Offer- 
ing the belt of his Recolt would be a Medium to purchaſe 
Divine Favors in Preference to Abel's Lambs, not knowin 
his Brother had Inſtructions by Divine Viſions for that ſo- 
lemn Purpoſe; but the ſupernatural Fire (which Cain (at- 
tending with the Family Abel's Worſhip) obſerved to kindle 
Abel's Sacrifices) did not honor Cain's Altar and ſelf- aſſum- 
ed Prieſthood; he, in lieu of humbly enquiring of God, 
ſuffered Ambition to ſwell his Mind to ſuch a Degree, that 
his Countenance changed at the Sight of his innocent Bro- 
ther; and although God did ſmite his Conſcience, yet did 
he increaſe his Ambition into Wrath, kindled his conſum-

anointed Prieſt of God. Cain was the firſt that opened the 
Earth's Mouth to drink the Blood effaſed by the Hand of 
a Brother, a Cruelty emulated ever ſince to a Meaſure, that 
ſcarce two in a Hundred, through 147 Generations, are 
clear of that Inhumanity, and the Earth has but few Spots 
left not opened: Though an Ocean of Blood is ſpilt by 
Cain's bloody Relations from his to this Day, and as there 
is no End of this Cruelty, the daily Practice has familiar- 
ized itfelf to the moſt tender Minds, ſo as not to conceive 
it in its Blackneſs of Black! yeay it is become the Step to

3. The fight Cain had now of his innocent Brother's 
Corps, drew him in deſpair. His Conſcience impeached 
him of his Crime; his own Wrath became his Tormenter;

open Record of Eis Fratricide; his Altar a Galgatha; his 
Sacrifice Blaſphemy; his Parents and Siſters a Family of 
Grief and Mourning, ſhy and frightened at every ſight of 
Cain's Appearance; be was a Priſon, a Grave, a Hell, and 
Abomination to himſelf; thus whirled about and repelled 
by every Object, he prevailed upon one or more of his 
Siſters, this Wifes and their Children to be his Companions 
to the Land of Nod (implying voluntary Baniſhment) 
there he built a City which he called Enoch, on whole Spot 
the poſt diluvians erected Samariah (implying Priſon, Guard, 
Lees) Expreſſions pointing at the execrable caſe of Cain's 
Mind: Though he feelleſs of Repentance, yet did Divine 


Grace forſake him not, weting at the ſame Time the Soles of

to himſelf) they uncultivated, unimproved, bewildered in 
Ignorance, filled the Earth with Plants unfit for good Fruits; 
for want of Example and Precept, of a wiſely tutering 
Patriarch, were at a loſs how to improve and employ their 
Faculties to Profit. The belt of Cain's Deſcent was Fabal 
a Grazier. Jubal became a Muſician, and Tubal Cain a 
Man of an (if poſſible) inferior Character to his Father Cain; 
he pointed out the hidden Types imperfett in their preſent 
State, yet precious Metals, in the Bowels of the Earth, im- 
proving to that Antitypical Stat wherein they are eternaly 
permanent. 'Theſe Types remaining in Reſt and 8 would 
be tinctured into what renders the whole to its Hadamic ful- 
neſs. Theſe Tubal Cain is inſtrumental to be brought up 
to ſerve as Baits for Vanity, Covetouſneſs, Contention, War, 
Bloodſhed, and all Evil, as it is evident. 

5. In thoſe Days had riſen a ſet of Men, who by rob-

ed Order of the Living Creatures Men's inferior fellow 
Cherubim. 

6 Seventy Years nearly after the Birth of Abel a third Son 
was born to Adam, whom he called Seth, implying (put or 
placed) in the Room of his loſt Abel, and the Seed placed 
him at the Head to be the Patriach of thoſe, who attend. his 
holy working, admire this Wonderful, and are directed by 
this great and only Counſellor. Seth*s Deſcent and Adam's 
Sons and Daughters (which he had after Seth) were the 
Seed's anointed Prieſts and OA in God's * 
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the Church, the Houſe of God, from whoſe Righteouſneſs 
flowed the Water of Grace, wherein all Men and Women 
walked Ankle deep in purity. They were Strangers to 
Vanity, Pride and Violence; they were all of one, to wit, 
the mind of the Seed, at whoſe Labour they attended. 
Atter the eighth Generation, when they had increaſed to 
near ſix Millions, Adam died the Father of two Nations, to 
wit, the Cainites and Sethites, had increaſed together to near 
twelve Millions of Men. Adam was the firſt Corps; there 
were very few, who bad ſeen the Corps of Alel; but he was 
taken off by Violence, when Adam departed in the courſe of 
ſinful Nature. This muſt have been a ſhocking Sight to all 
his Deſcendants both Sethites and Cainites; the latter dwell- 
ed in the Environs of Samaria, but then called Enoch, 
and the former about Feruſalem; were at that Time ſo much 
increaſed, that their Habitations had diminiſhed a conſide- 
rable Space of their Diſtance, could hear of Adam's Death; 
their Curiolity if not Reſpect muſt have drawn them, whoſe 
gaudy Appearance, eſpecially of their Women, muſt have 

een a frightful Spectacle at firſt Sight to the plain and Mo- 
delt Sethites, which however wore off in Time, as theſe 
great Interviews became frequent, eſpecially after the Death 
of Seth, when his Deſcent began rather to be delighted 
with the beautified and Sprightly Women of the Cainites, 
and commenced matrimonial Connections, to wit, the 
young Men of the Sethites with the Cainiſh Sex. The Chil- 
dren of this new Connection took up with the Diſpoſitions 
of their Parents, to wit, the Father's Modeſty and the 
Mother's Gaity, ſo that in ſpiritual modeſt Companies they 
could accomodate themſelves, and be ren”, with the 
Carnal. Thus they found out the Way, to ſuit themſelves 
to the Sober, Grave and Meek, and alſo to the Riotous, 
Perverſe and Tyrants, gained Approbation on all Sides. 
This Duplicity being an Abomination to the Seed, they had 
no Counſel, but were left to their 1 which led 
them to introduce Giantiſm, to wit, Tyranny amongſt che 
Sethites ; but its Impracticability ſet them deviſing to intro- 
duce it under the Appellation of mighty Men, an Epithet 
becoming the Seed; with this Hypocriſy they ſucceded, 
and by progen ging N Gravity and Meekneſs, deceiv- 
ed and ſubdued all $::h's Deſcent their Brethren. 

7. The Giants never attempted to invade and corrupt 
the Church of the Seed, by ſubduing the Sethites, and 
forcing them under their Dominion, which theſe half-bred 
Hypocrites, Mighty and Giants undertook and ſucceeded; 


therefore the S::d complained to ſee the Church at the Flaws 
en 
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of her Water being near Knee deep, more than ſufficient 
to appeaſe and cleanſe the Giants from their Tyranny; yet 
ſuch evil Imaginations of Hypocrify ſhould bring about a 
Deluge of common Water to drown them both. Theſe 
Waters came in a ſudden (after Noah had for a time of one 
* Vears preached up Righteouſneſs to both mighty 
en and Giants) and drowned them, when they had 
increaſed the Earth with about 95 Millions, and the Living, 
at the Time of the Deluge, amounting to near 81 Millions. 
Noah, his Wife, his Sons Faph:th the Elder, Ham and Shem 
the Vounger with their Wives, were ſaved in the Ark, which 
Noah built by the Direction of the Seed, wherein he ſaved 
alſo an immenſe Number of living Creatures, both Winged 
and Quadrupedes. When Noah had thut himſelf and Coin - 
pany up in the Ark, he was raiſed gradually by the Inun- 
dation, and thus m without any, Motion 960 Hours, 
until the Time that Eden's our Rivers burſted their ſubter- 
ranetus Paſſages, which, and the new Phenomenon of 
the Winds in aggregate, cauſed a horrible Hurricane, 
which toſſed the flat 3 Ark from Side to Side, to the 
unſpeakable Fear and Trembling of the whole Crew of 
firſt Navigators: By the Planet's ſcrewing his Arctie Tro- 
pic home to the rational Horrizon, the Flood made to- 
wards the Arctic Pole which covered the whole Arctic 
Hemiſphere, and drowned all its living Creatures; and 
when the Planet's fcrewing reverted, the Flood havin 
made high Water under the Arctic Pole the Waters «bed. 
and at Equinox the whole Planet was covered: Thus all 
living Beings what might have chanced to reſpite on the 
Antarctic Hemiſphere, during ſix Months, were likewiſe 
drowned. | 3 
N. B. Whilſt the Diluvian Waters flowed Arctic-ward, 
che bodies of Men and Creatures floated about, till they 
ſunk in the Rivers Hiddekel and Euphrates near Eden's 
ArQtic Sea,“ mingled with the Soil of their Bottoms; but 
when the Waters (compreſſed in the Marble fubterraneous 
Paſſages of all Eden's Rivers) burſted theſe Paſſages, the 
Effort of their blowing up carried along theſe Mixtures of 
bodies blended with the Soil of the Rivers Bottoms, exu- 
vies and marble Splinters of the burſted Paſſages on their 
Shores, where they remained unto the Time of the Dilu- 
vian Waters ebbing from the Arctic to the rational Hor- 
rizon and Antarctic-ward; they were then wathed into 
Congeries, and covered with the Mud ſubſiding when' the

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Waters ran ſhallow and flack: Leſt Men prone to forget 
the Days, of their Progenitor's Affliction by Apoſtacy 
from Righteouſneſs to Hypocriſy, and their own created 
Chaſtiſements, ſhould ſay, Where are the Witneſſes, who 
can ſtep forth in Teſtimony of thoſe Days, and can afſure 
us of ſuch Event?

5 After 9060 Hours confinement in the Ark, Noah and 
his Company: Men and living Creatures diſembarked on 
Mount Ararat in Armenia; this country ſo far from the Tro- 
pic, under which Noah and his Company had lived, beſides 
the Gloomineſs added to this Country by the Diluvian De- 
valtation, ſo unlike the former Pleaſantneſs of Eden, eſpe- 
cially under the Tropic, gave no Invitation to be choſen

9. From the Time of the Deluge, Noah and his three 
Sons Fapheth, Ham and Shem had increaſed three Genera- 
tions, which numbered 320 Perſons. Cuſb, the Son of 
Ham, had by his Concubine a Son, whom he called Nimrod, 
implying Rebellion: This Nimrod, 83 Years after the De- 
luge, planned a renewing of the Antediluvian Empires, 
and by way of Improvement, blended both into one Syſ- 
tem, to uſe Hypocriſy as the mighty Men, and where that 
ſails, to uſe Tyranny as the Giants. Until now Noah as 
Patriarch was emulated ; his Example was a Precept for 
all; his Counſel and Direction he obtained in Viſions from 
the Seed, whom he attended. Nimrod, to put his Plan in 
Execution, he built Babylon, an immured City, to draw a 
Number of Men in it, he built in it the famous Tower, 
which attracted Crafts and Men of Curioſity in it. All

Converſations in Babylon run upon the Magnificence of the 


Antediluvian Princes: The Subject was treated with ſuch 


a Teſt, that the ignominious Cataſtrophe of the Antedilu- 
vians was altogether loſt out of Sight. The Building com- 


menced in the Year 89 after the Deluge, when Nimrod's 
Plan obtained general Acceptation ; though the whole 
Number of Poſtdiluvians did not then exceed 1000 Men, 
they were divided in five Parties; one went with Ham into 
Canaan, (this was the Land ſearched for by Noah there

Land, to wit Gofben, where they continued about 3 Cen- 
tury, but were expelled by Pharaoh Thurimachus: They 
then fixed their Habitations in Perſia in the country of Chu- 
tia, to which and to a River they gave their Name. 
I Afbur emigrated Shinar in his gyth. of age; built 
Nineveh, Rezan, Rehoboth and Calab, four Cities immured: 
ſeemingly defying Nimrod (his Nephew) he Reigned 92 
Yeurs in Nine veb, and died about 10 Years before Nimrod. His 
Son Ninus ſucceeded his Father Afbur in Afyria, to it he 
joins Caldea, Media and Perfia in one Empire. Media, the 
Kingdom of his Uncle Madai, Son of ' Fapheth, and Perſia 
the Kingdom of his Uncle Elam; whether Minus conquered 
or had theſe Kingdoms bequeathed, moſt probable is the 
latter, for it does not appear Madai and Elam left Sons.* 
Ninus's Empire ſtood 1580 Years, was conquered in the 
Reign of Sardanapalus by Arbaces, alſo called Ninus, 681 
B. C. he being a Mede and Governor of Media, under 
Sardanapalus, choſe Ecbatana in Media for his Reſidence, 
made Media, the Empire Afyria and Caldea depending 
Provinces; over the latter he made Pul Governor, and 
over Caldea Belefis, both with royal Titles.

Year; the Place was called Charan and after that Padan 
Aram. Abram, after his Father's Death himſelf being 75 
Years of Age, enters Canaan, inhabited by ten Nations — 
Canaanites, Amgrites, Febuſites, Periſites, Hitites, Hivites, 
Kenites, Kenizites, Kadmonites and Rephaims; theſe were the 
Inhabitants of the very Country inhabited by the Antedi- 
luvians alighted on by Adam, when diſmiſſed the Gar- 
den of Eden, which Land Noah wiſhed to reach, to begin 
there the World again.

- Revelations of a Secret Speaking to the 
Feeling of the Mind. 


1. When Samuel was at %s Houſe, he felt that ſecret 
Speaking to his Mind, for there was neither Apparition 
nor audible Voice.$ The Prophecies of the Prophets in the 
Time of the Kings were moſtly from Revelations of a 
ſecret Speaking to the Feeling of their Mind. 

2. The

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2. The Revelation given to en was of ſuch Kind, yea 
a Complication of all open Revelations. He heard Voice and 
Voices with and without Apparitions, he ſaw, heard and 
felt. He was ſo deeply in the Attention to the Divine Love 
in him, that the Day or Days were altogether ſpent in that 
heavenly Feeling of his Mind, which was made ſuſceptible of 
that Speaking in a plain Sound as loud as a Trumpet; how 
ſilent ought all within him to have been, when a ſpiritual Voice 
was like a Trumpet to common Hearing, indeedan entire Ab- 
ſence from all things unexceptionally; but the Lord, who 
had Poſſeſſion of all his Faculties, and all this without the 
leaſt Symptom of common Sleep in his Eyes, for he pen'd 
it, down as he heard the ſounding. How many Hours or 
Days this Revelation laſted cannot be aſcertained; how 
many ſoever, they were to him but as one Day altogether 
holy to the Lord. The Revelation pointing to the final 
Ventilation alledged in the next following VI. A RM is 
marked with Cap. xvi. where the Earth is called the great 
City, which ſhall be divided into three Parts as per 18th. 
and 19th. Verſes, and in the 20, v. ?tis ſaid that the 
Iſlands ſhall fly away, and no Mountains be found: This 
implies the greateſt and final Ventilation at the End of 
Time. On one of theſe three Parts of the rented Earth 
is laid open the great Tophet prepared for the King,* to 
wit, the laſt and greateſt Vulcano in Haly, the falte royal 
Prophet, who ſupports Violence under the Appellation of 
Divine Power over a Multitude of Men deluded with the 
Pretenſion of Chriſt's Church, who confirms the Deluſion 
of Violent Men in Royalty, to be appointed with poſitzve 
Divine Permiſſion; this falſe Prophet himſelf in Royalty with 
his whole Army, and with the Kings (the Beaſt) be caſt alive 
in this Vulcano, renting, exploding and opening under them 
as under Korah, Dathan and Abvram, F and the Nations 
in Arms arrayed on the ſecond Part of the rented Earth, 
fall by Hail and running in each others Swords,} &c. and 
on the third Part of the rented Earth is the Rock of Ages 
with his Clift ſupporting the Church under the Covering of

I. OD planted a Garden Eaftward in Eden, &c. and 
out of the Ground made the Lord God to grow every 
Tree, that is pleaſant and good for Food, Ic. and a River went 
out of Eden to water the Garden, and from thence it was parted 
and became into for Heads :* The Name of the firſt is Piſon, 
that is it, which compaſſed the whole Land of Havilah, where 
there is Gold, Cc. and the Name of the ſecond River its Gihon, 
the ſame is it, that compaſſeth the whole Land of Ethiopia: And 
the Name of the third River is Hiddekel, that is it, which goeth 
towards the Eaſt of Aﬀyria: And the fourth River is Euphra - 
tes. 7 
2. Thus far the Deſcription of Eden handed down by 
Moſes: The hidden Senſe appears elſewhere in its Places: 
Here we take before us the letter, which forms the geo- 
graphical Plan of Eden, as it was from the Creation to the 
Deluge, when Eden was defaced. This defacing took 
place the 17th. Day of the Second Month (now 6th. of 
the Month called May) 1656 of Men's Fall, 246g before 
the Manifeſtation of the Seed in the Fleſh of Abraham; the 
Patriarch Noah having filled up his 6ooth. of Age (the 
firſt, and of all yet known greateſt watery Phenomenon) 
Until 48 Days before the Deluge the Planet Eden remain- 
ed unchangeable, equally balanced in two Hemiſpheres by 
the rational Horizon; but from that Date, which is now 
called the Vernal Equinox, Eden being diſengaged from its 
Fixture in the rational Horizon, aſſumed a ſcrewmg Motion, 
by Virtue whereof it ſcrewed itſelf for the firſt Time An- 
_ tarctic- ward. 


* Theſe four Rivers had two Seas, one to emerge from and an 
other to immerſe into; the Garden, ſurrounded Eden (as is repreſent- 


ed in the Figure appearing in the Frontiſpiece.) It ſurrounded Eden 


as the preſent ſpecial Atmoſphere, now ſurrounding the Earth, occu- 

ics the Garden's Place. Eden's Evaporations (Miſt) ſtream (as 
it were) into the Garden, there condenſe and head by immerſ- 
ing into Eden's Antarctic Sea, thence in four Rivers. rolled over 
Eden's Surface ſeparately, and re- united again in Eden's ArQtic Sea, 
therein ſinking through their ſubterrancous Paſſages returned to the 
Antarctic Sea to emerſe again.

Creation, flowed e6&bethStderottherationaHorizeonever 
the-wwo Zn Hemiſphergs, each to gather at its relative 
Pole, thence ſcrewing through the Apex-paſſages acroſs the 
Garden to their ' Poles oppoſite Apices, where ſpreading

Horizon, whereon ſinking through the Garden to Zdeu's 


Equator re- aſſume their prior Flux to their relative Poles: 
This was their Rotation during 5393 Years' 'Time's 
Flux unto the Deluge; when the ſcrewing Preſſure 
forced the Antar&ic Hemiſphere into its Atmoſphere in a 
Manner to leave no Room for the Rivulet to reach that 
Pole; this ſtagnated the Rvulet on this Flemiſphere, and 


the Proceſs of Preſſure increaſing evacnated that Part of 


the Rrrulet of moſt of its Ether, which tegumenting 
itfelf in Eden's Miſt, condenfing thereon formed inte 
Wind Bales: "Theſe floating towards the Arctic Pole were 
the very firſt of this Phenomenon; at the end of three Months 


the Antarctic Hemiſphere had compreſſed i its Atmoſphere to 


a Degree, which cauſed a Repreſſion, whereat the ſcrewing 


Motion ceaſed in the Arctic Pole and Hemiſphere, and re- 


verted into the Antarctic Pole and Hemiſphere, which 
Change is erroneouſly called Sol-(ſhould be called Terræ.) 
Stite. Until now the Diluvian Waters between the rational 
Horizon and the Winds in the Arctic Pole, had been 
ſwelled and now at high Water Mark, commenced ebbing, 
and the Winds ſpreading over the Arctic Hemiiphere for 
three Months, when in the Autumnal Equinox the Planet ba- 
lances in Equilibre, the Winds and Waters breaking through 
the rationell Horizon on the Antarctic Hemiſphere, when 
the Waters ſoon ſpread to a Levet over the whoſe Face of 
the Earth, ſo that it now ſwells on the Antarctic He- 
miſphere, where the ſame Proceſs of Wind and Water 
is repeated that performed before on the Arctic He- 
miſphere ; the then Arctic Hemiſphere preſſing into his 
Atmoſphere creates the ſame Stagnation of the electrico— 
magnetic Riuulet, which creates Winds as before; but all 
Waters not having Time to evacuate the Arctic Hemil- 
phere they freeze, for the Pole's Diſtance tarries too 


long a Seaſon out of the ſolar near rectangular Inflection, 


which then new Phenomenon ſqueezed the Ather out of 


the watery Atoms; this Æther integnn.enting into Wind 
Bales increaſed thoſe on the Arctic Pole evacuating the 
electrico- magnetic Rivuler; ls Augmentation by next 

Equinox 
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Equinox caufed other new Phenomenas, to wit, that of 
Hurricane, Trade- wind, Storm and Gale. The ſtopping 
Places of the Planet, being in the rational Horizon at the 
Time of ſcrewing Reverſion, were in Proceſs of Time 
called Tropics, which are erroneouſly continued unto this 
Day under the Signs of Cancer on the Arctic Hemiſphere 
and Capricorn on the Antarctic Hemiſphere. They are

that the Tropic of Capricorn is now near Aguarias and HM, 
and the Tropic of Cancer is near Leo and Le. The laſt | Jrrwruy 
Phenomenon is, that an Atmoſphere blended with Dilu- 

vian Water, with ammoniacal, with ſulphuric and with 

arſenical Edluvia has now occupied the Region deſerted by 

Eden's Garden; on this Atmoſphere the electrico- magnetic

This Dam is now known by the IIth- 

mus of Suez, thence Piſon's Bed is defaced and changed 

into the Edumean Sea (rather Gulf) continuing through 

the Narrows and Bay of Balelmandel through the Arabian 

Sea and Oriental Ocean S. W. of Maldivas Iflands; finally 

South of New Hollaud and New Zealand to the drowned

the Adriatick Gulf, thence covered by France opens in the 
Mouth of the Engliſh Channel, through the Atlantic 
Ocean in the Middle between the Azores and Iceland, under 
New Foundland, New England, the thirteen States, Luifiania 
and Mexico, then through the Pacific Ocean, S. E. of now 
Society Iflands to Eden's Antarctic Sea, blended with the 
Waters of the great Ocean: Such was the Effect, firſt by

Seventh in 426 B. C. a Ventilation of Mount tra happen- 
ed at the Time, when a Plague raged in Athens the Year 
before the Syracuyſians took Meſſina. Eighth in 373 B. C. 
an Earthquake was felt in Peloponeſus, alſo a Comet appear- 
ed when the Athenians had defeated the Lacedemoniant at 
Corcyra. Ninth in 224 B. C. was felt an Earthquake at 
Rhodes, which overſat the Coloſſus. Tenth in 191 B. C. 
Rome ſuffered the Rage of an Earthquake 38 Days, at 
which Time the Romans defeated Antiochus at Termopole. 
Eleventh in 175 B. C. when Perſeus the Macedonian King 
prepared to war againſt the Romans, a Peſtilence afflicted 
Rome and an Earthquake was felt in China. Twelfth in 
165 B. C. when Fudas Machabeus purified the Temple in 
Jeruſalem /Eina ventilated. Thirteenth in 143 B. C. when 
Hyparchus commenced his new Lunar Cycle, it happened 
in Antumnal Equinox, that an Earthquake was felt in 
China. Fourteenth in 124 B. C. when the Romans made 
War upon the Palearu Pirates, Mount #tna ventilated. 
Fifteenth he alſo yentilated in 121 B. C. when the Averni 
and Allobrogee were ſubdued by the Romans. Sixteenth in 
31 B. C. during the Battle between Auguſtus and Anthor 
at Adium in Epirus, an Earthquake was felt in Judea; in all 
ſeventeen, including the univerſal Ventilation before Chriſt.

Ventilation of boiling Water out of Yeſuvius in 1631 A. C. 


ſeveral Towns in Campania were deſtroyed. By an eighth 


Ventilation of Earthquake in 1633 A. C. the Town Zuphe- 
mia in Italy was abſorbed. By a ninth Ventilation of an 
Earthquake in 1646 A. C, many of the Antes in Zuphra- 
tium were ſunk. By a zenth Ventilation in 1669 A. C. 
Mount ina threw up ignited Matter in fuſion, which 
flowed as a River in ſome Places 6 in others 7 Miles broad, 


and running into the Sea it preſerved its burning State for 


a Mile from the Shore. By an eleventh Ventilation in 1692 
A. C. under the Sea, ſunk Part of Port Royal in Jamaica,

Men's generations are exerciſed in the good, with Sovereign 
Antidotes provided againſt the Evil, grow in Virtue of the 
Seed unto the Righteouſneſs of God, this being fulfilled in the 
Obedient through all generations, the Seventh Sabbath of 
God's dwelling with Men (or Tabernacle) expires and the 
Eighth Sabbath takes place to continue forever. On the 
Eve of the Eight Sabbath Time ceaſes and is no longer * 
this truth is ſupported with the ſolemn affirmation of 
the Covenant and covering Angel the Wonderful the Councel-

cannot be put in computation with a creation's day, the latter 
beginning from his Evening and without intervenin — 
increaſes to his morning which becomes the evening of the fol- 
lowing day, when the former (to wit, created day) begins in 
his morning, decreaſes to his Evening, and is followeth by a 
Night before the ſucceeding day can make his appearance. 
Hence and from what follows I underſtand plainly, that one 
of thy creation days O my Lord! is equal to 133 common 
years, and the fix creation's days together fill up a period of

3 Theſe Myſteries, Promiſes, Admonitions and Inſtruc- 
tions were given to the frequent Worſhipper in meaſure of 
his devotions, which worſhip was performed with a Victim 
of a Prime Lamb laid on pieces of Wood, piled on a Hearth 
(or Altar) raiſed for that purpoſe: the Worſhipper proſtrate 
before that Altar beheld a ſupernatural Fire appearing, 
which kindled the Sacrifice and burned the whole to Aſhes, 
hence called a burnt offering, was continued 4121 years * 
whilſt the Sacrifice was conſuming the Worſhippers received 


from the Seed Inſtructions, Admonitions, Promiſes and 


were led into the deep things of God, this Proceſs of the 
Fire's conſuming impreſſed the Mind of the Worſhippers 
with the Myſtery of Salvation by the Szed's Mediation, 
for want of which their Deſtruction by their own Wrath 
and eon ing Fire would have reduced them to a ſtate, 
which never could have been ſuſceptible of the Righteouſ- 
neſs of and Union with God, as the Sacrifice typified, 
whoſe Reduction unto Aſhes put it beyond poſſibility to 
revive the Victim and recover its former ſhape. 

4 His growing in the Seed by an unintermitted attention 
cannot bear interruptions even of Heavenly, much leſs 


Earthly Nature, therefore Men were not to exceed the 


Station of a Pilgrim and Stranger on Eden (now Earth) 
confine themſelves to the bare tilling of the ground for 
their maintenance, be ſatisfſied with the Herbs of the Field 
for their food + and this with penitential Sorrow, to wit, 
the Males; and the Females with the ſame penitential 
Sorrow, beſides in food, bring forth and raiſe their Chil- 
dren, had Wrath and Hypocriſy been regenerated in the 
prior part of the firit Order of Divine Government, Men 
free of Wrath and Hypocriſy would not have provoked 
Nature to burſt the Fountains of the great deep and the 
Windows of Heaven to drown them. 

5 This Deluge however did not ſet a Period to God's Fa- 
therly Affection and the Order of the Government. For as 
ſoon Noah diſembarked, he ſacrificed burnt Offerings unto 
the Lord, who renewed his Bleſſings and Promiſſes, entered 
into Covenant with Noah, increaſed Worſhip with a ſecond,

to wit, Sacrifice of Peace Offering: not to be burnt. to 
Aſhes but boiled and eat before the Lord, this religious 
eating was to the Worſhippers a myſterious deep pointing 
at the ſpiritual eating of the ſpiritual Fleſh of the Szed to 
be manifeſted in Man's Fleſh. 

6 Men after the Deluge rented into Generations, and they 
increaſed unto the Righteouſneſs of God by the Secd' La- 
bour; but in the Third Generation roſe Nimrod, who was a 
Son of Cuſh, who was the Son of Ham, who was the Son 
of Noah; this Nimrod forſook the Seed, imaginated Wrath 
and Hypocriſy, ſuffered his Imaginations to put forth to the 
Tree of Power, which kindled his eenſaraing Fire; in this 
blaze he became Lucifer the Son of the Morning, “ he held 
up that falſe Light, which blended all Nations to this 
Day, that they forſake the Love's as he did the Seed's 
Fatherly Government.

8 Hence the Father's Goſpel of promiſe renewed and in- 
creaſed in the Family of Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob and all 
Iſrael; when the Second order of Divine Government was 
approaching with the ra of Adult; it was in the Wiſdom 
of the Seed expedient for his Labour in power, that Iſrael 
(Abraham's Seed) ſhould be tried in Bondage of Egyptian

5 After 70 years Captivity Judah was enlarged and con- 
tinued 490 years without a King of their chooſing: altho' ma- 
ny in that interval of Time witneſſed the Excellency of the 
Sed; Power, exerciſed the Antitype of their typical Circum- 
cifion, which they bore in the Fleſh, cloſely attended the Seed*s

8 In 5963 of Creation, 2427 before Chriſt, the third

of Noah, in Hypocriſy and Wrath run before the Seed's Ma- 
nifeſtation of Pocver, ſat up a carnal Empire (now of uni- 
verſal Acceptation.)

Paul's Epiſtle to the Romans was, after his Enlargement, 
wrote at Corinth and ſent by Phebe, a female Miniſter of 
the Church at Cenchrea in the 4th. of Nero; his Epiſtle to 
the Epheſians was wrote at Rome and ſent by Tychicus in 
the och. of Nero; his ſecond to Timothy was wrote at 
Rome, when he had been the ſecond 'Time before Nero in 


the 7th. of his Reign; his to the Philippians ſent by Epaphro- 


ditas, alſo his to the Collothans ſent by Tychycus and 
Oneſimus, and the Epiſtle to Philemon ſent by Oneſimus, 
were all three wrote at Rome in the 8th. of Nero. Paul's 
Epiſtle to the Hebrews wrote at Rome or ſome where in 
Italy was ſent by Timothy in the gih. of Nero. The

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Epiſtle of St. James was wrote ſomewhere in Judea the 
7th. or 8th. of Nero. (The Apoſtles had, for ſome Years, 
left Jeruſalem on account of Claudius's Perſecution againſt 
Chriſt's Followers in Jeruſalem, undertaken in favor of 
the Jews.) The Acts of the Apoſtles wrote by Luke, 
a conſtant Follower of Paul unto the gth. Year of Nero, 
when Paul went into Spain and Luke into Greece, where 
he wrote and ſent them to a noble and wiſe Roman, high 
in Office ſomewhere in Greece. The firſt and ſecond Epiſ- 
tles of St. Peter were wrote in the Grecian Language at 
Rome in the 64th. of our Lord and 1oth. of Nero. Soon 
after this both Peter and Paul were crowned Martyrs. 
Their Survivers of ability took in hand to write the Goſpel 
of Love, whilſt they were not under the Recognizance of 
the Perſecutor's Wrath. 

12 In the 64th. of our Lord and 1oth. of Nero, Mat- 
thew the Apoſtle wrote his Goſpel in Judea in the Hebrew 
3 for thoſe of the Jews. Mark, who had been

Alexandria, wrote Peter's Goſpel in katin for thoſe of that 
Nation and Language.

16 In the Year 9453 of the Creation, to wit, 1063, A. C. 
the foremoſt Men in the Church had fixed their Imaginations 
upon Power and conceived woetul Wrath; this they utherd 
in the Church, which Paul, during his Impriſonment in 
Rome, had founded in the Love of Chriſt. 'The chief In- 
ſtrument of conception and uſhering, yea, intruding Men's 
Wrath was Cardinal Hildebrand, who ſwayed Alexander 
the II. (whilſt he wore the Pontifical Crown) after his Death 
it was placed upon Hildebrand, in 1073 of our Lord, with 
the Name of Gregory the VII. the 156th. Pope in Number, 
who in 1083 inforced Celibacy upon the clerical Order, in 
1085 he was made Priſoner and died, exiled by the Empe- 
ror Henry the IV. In 1122 Pope Calixtus II. eſtabliſhed 
the Papal Pre-eminence; all European Mighty yielded to 
the See of Rome their implicit Obedience and ratified it 
at Worms in Germany. 82 Years after, to wit, 1204, 
Dominicus, Founder of the Dominican Order, with Papal 
Authority erected the famous Inquiſition; this Inquiſition 
to this day under its own Appellation keeps up the Arian 
and Imperial Perſecutions againſt Chriſt's Members; a fall- 
ing away indeed!f Such are the woeful Conſequences of 
Men's Imaginations attempting to blend Love, whoſe effi- 
cacy exceeds all Power in her own Poſſeſſion, an evil indeed, 
that renders Love of no effect!

Stratum; theſe blended the Phlogiſtic in the Atmoſphere: 
This Planet's Equator diſcharged from his Jointure in the 
rational Horizon, fluctuates ever ſince from Tropic to Tro- 
pic, thereby keeps its introduced Seaſons. All theſe 
Changes lay fiege and never fail of Conqueſts on the Diſ- 
poſition of the Generations. Temperature is henceforth 
ſubjet to Stimulation, very injurious to Men's daily de- 
clining Nature; this hurried the prolific State of Men to 
one-ſixth of the Antediluvian State, and thus the Rentin 
of Generations is precipitated in a Manner, that the Nu- 
merical (3) is only admiſſive per Generation, whoſe Age 
did not come up to one-ſixth of the Antediluvian Age: 
But both Earth and Atmoſphere underwent a ſtill greater 
Change in 994 Years after the Deluge, when an univerſal 
Eruption by Vulcanos and Earthquakes tore up the very 
Bowels of the Earth (hence Pieces of Gold (an incorrup- 
tible Metal) has been found 2963 Years after on the Sur-

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face of the Earth) this gave Vent to ſulphureous and 
arſenical Effluvia, which increaſed the atmoſpherical Ag- 
gregate co the greater Prejudice of Men's Conſtitution. 

1 ough the Numerical ( 3) proves to continue the Rent- 
ing Rate per Generation, yet their Age does not come up 
to above one-tenth of the Antediluvian, beſides the Rent- 
ing Increaſe ever ſince the general Eruption (nouriſhed to 
this Day by Vulcanos, /Earthquakes and Inundations) has 
changed into a Decreaſe fluctuating from 8 to 200000 Per- 
ſons (more dying than born] per . 

22 Unchangeableneſs, Sameneſs, Temperature and un- 
blended Phlogiſton in the Atmoſphere cauſed Temperature, 
Unchangeableneſs and purely alimented Longevity during 
the Antediluvian Period was the Fare of the Aborigenes: 
But ammoniacal ſaline Vapours exhaling from the drowned 
Carcaſes, beſides the Salt Gem, blended the Phlogiſton in 
the Atmoſphere, and. diſqualified the Vehiculum of the 
Pabulum, which, and the Seaſons changing Heat with 
Draught, or Moiſture into Cold, this latter with Moiſture 
or. Draught, into the former cauſe Alterations in the Vehi- 
cule, which conveys the Pabulum, though in its unchange- 
able Purity, yet not able to nouriſh at all Times in the ſame 
Virtue. This was rendered (till leſs ſalubrious, when its 
Vehicule became aggregated with ſulphuric and arſenical 
Atoms: Thus the Conſtitution of the Generations became 
liable. to Sufferings of Intemperance, Unſtableneſs, Scik- 
neſs and ſhortnes of Life. An Increaſe of all theſe Infir- 
mities is added by eating the Carcaſes of thoſe living Crea- 
tures, whole Atmoſphere, in contact with that of Men re- 
ceive and conveys to them Men's Diſpoſition liable to Diſ- 
aeſes: Theſe undergoing a gs in the Complexion of the 
living Creatures, increaſe by the eating of their Carcaſes 
the diſeaſed Complexion of the Generations, render their 
Diſeaſes more deſperate, or kindle new Species of them. 

23 Theſe Carcaſes were indeed eaten by a Divine Com- 
mand to Noah, but as a religious Eating thereby to be in- 
ſtructed and led into the deep Things of God, which were 
typified by this Eating; this Kind of Worſhip was conti- 
nued unto the Time, that Jeſus Chriit the Antitype mani- 
feſted. Such an Eating, that was a Strengthening to the 
Spirit could then not be prejudicial to the Body, as now 
ſince the Abolition of this Kind of Worſhip, this Eating 
proves injurious to the Body, and unſanctified to the Spirit, 
which cannot enjoy the Antitype's Virtue as long as he 
continues in his Type aboliſhed.
